CHINESE EMBASSY IN PARIS REQUESTS FRANCE TO RETURN JIANG YOULU 
Paris LE MONDE in French 23 Jan 81 p 36 


[Text] Jiang Youlu, a citizen of the Peoples Republic 
of China who on Wednesday 21 January, at the Charles 

de Gaulle Airport, requested political asylum in France, 
seems to have been actually "sequestered" for 5 days 

in the embassy in Paris (from our latest editions). 


Trainee at the International Bureau of Weights and Measures in Paris, the 
engineer Jiang Youlu, 44 years old, was apparently summoned to his embassy 

Friday 16 January. His Chinese friends, scholarship holders like himself 

or fellow occupants of the apartment he had been authorized to rent at Rue 

du Faubourg-Saint-Denis (10th arrondissement), feared that Jiang Youlu had been 
kidnapped by members of the Chinese Embassy in Paris. They informed the Interior 
Ministry. 


Wednesday morning, at the time of the biweekly flight of CAAC (the Chinese 
Airline Company) for Beijing, a friend of the engineer, accompanied by members 
of the Air and Frontier Police (PAF), and by inspectors of the directorate of 
ground surveillance (DST), recognized Jiang Youlu, surrounded by at least 10 
Chinese diplomats, in front of the customs counters. Despite the vigorous 
protests of the Chinese who had accompanied him, the French Police immediately 
asked Jiang Youlu, who was in a sort of trance, to come with them and they took 
down his request for political asylum. 


This request was apparently written up under the name of Fang Youcheng, named 
in the passport. According to certain reports it would seem that the Chinese 
Embassy forced the engineer to present the passport of another citizen who was 
also a trainee in Paris. 


As of Wednesday the Chinese Embassy in Paris reported the airport incident to the 
French Foreign Ministry. “It is a serious political incident," one of the members 
of the Embassy press service declared to us Thursday. "We ask the authorities 

to have Franco-Chinese friendship ties prevail and hand over to us the person 
concerned." According to the Chinese Embassy Jiang Youlu, “on completion of a 
period of scientific training," was preparing to return to Bejing when he was 
“detained for absolutely no valid reason by the Air and Frontier Police." 

















According to statements by hia friends, Jiang Youlu had been in France since 

the spring, first at Vichy, then at the university residence at Cachan, along 
with five other Chinese engineers, before securing permission to rent an apartment 
with a Chinese from Hong Kong. At all events, according to his friends, Jiang 
Youlu, who had become firendly with French people or members of the Chinese 
emigration, was called to order several times by the offices he was responsible 
to, for his indiscipline and for his comments, considered toc outspoken, on 
Chinese Government policy. The wife and young son of Jiang Youlu live in China.

[Text] Warsaw, February 10 (Xinhua)--In order to end the chaotic situation in 
Poland and guarantee the socialist nature of the new trade unions, anti-socialist 
enemies must be isolated politically and all counter-revolutionary tendencies and 
attempts to create chaos must be nipped in the bud. 


This was declared by first secretary of the Central Committee of the Polish United 
Workers' Party Stanislaw Kania yesterday, according to local press reports. 


Kania made these remarks in a speech at the Eighth Plenary Session of the Central 
Committee of the party's Eighth Congress. 


Counter-revolution gets nowhere in Poland, he said. He pointed out that the situa- 
tion is extremely dangerous, and called on the workers, peasants, intellectuals, 
youth, women and soldiers to prevent the situation from deteriorating and deliver 
Poland from the threat to socialism and the people's livelihood. 


At a time of organizational division of the current labor movement, he said, 

“Every effort should be made to strengthen its political unity, assure its socialist 
nature and facilitate united actions by all trade unions." He criticized those 
people who are playing a decisive role in determining the political features of 

the "Solidarity" union for “being interested in anarchism, counter-revolution and 
eradication of socialism." 


Speaking about the party's tasks, Kania pointed out that the party should swiftly 
and correctly implement all agreements signed with the trade union, continue its 
efforts to enhance the Polish people's confidence in the party and its policies. 
He also called on the mass media to support the measures taken by the party and 
the state for stabilizing social life and carrying on socialist innovations.

"‘XINHUA' ROUNDUP ON JAPAN, NORTHERN TERRITORIES

Territories") 


[Text] Tokyo, February 7 (Xinhua)--The first "Northern Territories Day" was marked 
today in various Japanese cities including Tokyo, Sapporo, Nemuro (Hokkaido Prefec- 
ture) and Shimoda (Shizuoka Prefecture). Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki and other 
high-ranking officials took part in today's meetings and rallies. 


This was the first time the Japanese Government authorities and public organizations 
jointly sponsored an action for the recovery of the northern territories which have 
been held by the Soviet Union since the end of World War II. It marked a new 
change in the movement for the return of the northern territories. 


Since the Suzuki cabinet was formed last July, Japan has adopted a more clear-cut 
policy towards the Soviet Union. In his speech to the U.N. General Assembly on 
September 23, 1980, Foreign Minister Masayoshi Ito demanded the return of the 
northern territories by the Soviet Union. Last December, the cabinet decided to 
give financial support to the development of the Nemuro area facing the four 
northern islands in the northeastern tip of Hokkaido. Lest month the cabinet 
designated February 7 as the “Northern Territories Day." All these measures were 
meant for promoting the movement to recover the northern territories. Prime 
Minister Suzuki himself expressed the will to have a personal observation of the 
northern territories in the coming spring. He said there would be neither peace 
treaty nor peace between Japan and the Soviet Union without the return of the 
northern territories. 


The Japanese stance has nothing to do with “anti-Soviet revanchism." Prime 
Minister Suzuki once pointed out that the Japanese-Soviet relations had become 
frigid as a result of Soviet military build-up in Japan's northern territories 
and the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 


The Soviet Union has driven all local Japanese residents out of the four northern 
islands. Now the displaced persons are making a living in the Nemuro area. Their 
life is hard and unstable. 


The occupation of the four northern islands by the Soviet Union and the marking 
of 200-nautical mile exclusive fishing zone off their coasts have been disastrous 

















to Japanese fishermen. Facing a strong and growing demand for the return of the 
four islands, the Soviet Union has resorted to violence in treating Japanese fisher- 
men and extorted money from them again and again. Soviet secret service even 
forced fishermen to supply information about Japan under the pretext of "Soviet- 
Japanese friendship." 


All Soviet hegemonist activities have served as a teacher by negative example and 
helped awaken the Japanese nation to a strong demand for the return of the northern 
territories. Since last year, the Japanese Diet and all local assemblies in the 
country have passed resolutions demanding the return of the northern territories. 
Many mass organizations have been struggling for the recovery. It can be said 
without exaggeration that the return of the northern territories is a deep-rooted 
aspiration of the whole Japanese nation and not a so-called “anti-Soviet campaign 
instigated by a small faction of the Japanese people" as declared by Soviet propa- 
ganda machines.

[Text] Introductory Note: After the Meji Restoration Ja entered 
7 the road of capitalist develo a; The book JITANGDE BAINIAN 
SHI (THE HISTORY OF A SEETHING CENTURY by Yoshida Shigeru sume up 
Japan's historical experiences in the one hundred years since the 
Meji era. This book describes the Japanese people's spirit of firm 
resolution to make the country strong, the useful abilities they 
acquired through the study and absorption of foreign advanced science, 
—R8 and culture and such actions as universal education and a 
major effort to nurture human talent. Although China and Japan have 
different social systems this book has some parts that we can study 
and use for reference. 


After the Meji Restoration Japan entered upon the road to capitalist 
development. There is now a great deal of worldwide attention to the 
experiences and lessons to be drawn from Japan's historical process 
over the last one hundred years. The Japanese people themselves also 
= that this period of time has determined the fate of their 
nation. 








In 1978 the openecs oe Publishing House issued the book THE 
HISTORY OF A SEETHING C --OUR RESOLUTE ACTIONS AND THE MIRACU- 
LOUS CHANGES which sums up the one hundred years of history starting 
from the Meji Restoration of 1868 and ending with the post-war 
restoration and developments until 1967. 


The author Yoshida Shigeru (1878-1967) actually lived through the 
greater portion of the one hundred years since the beginning of the 
Meji period. Before the war he held such posts as foreign envoy and 
foreign affairs under-secretary. After the war he successively held 
the posts of minister of foreign affairs, leader of the Liberal 

Party and five times organized cabinets in the role of prime minister. 
Because of this he was not only was personally involved in formulat- 
ing the plans and policies for national restoration but also was one 
of the leaders who implemented then. 








The author uses an elevated, wide-ranging style and an intriguing 
array of historical materials to describe the tale of Japan's strug- 
le from weakness to strength and from poverty to wealth. Much of 

he book describes the atuhor's experiences and recollections. 


THE HISTORY OF A SEETHING CENTURY hae an e ive atyle and abundant 
content. However, there are a few pointe with which we cannot readily 
agree, such as the role Of Japanese militariem and wars of aggression 
in Japan's development. These are either skipped over or given un- 
deserved praise. Nonetheless the book does have a few points which 
are worthy of examination. This article will mention three of them: 


1. The Japanese people's aoe? of firm resolution to make the 
country strong leaves people with a deep impression. In the preface 
to hie book the author sume ay. historical p se of the last 
one hundred years by saying that the main factor in J ‘a success 
was “the staunch efforte of the J se peop’e.” How did Japan pro- 
gress from their self-imposed isolation and stagnated feudal state” 
to the implementation of capitalist modernization? The author's 
conclusions are that “people of the Meji period made startling 
efforts.” The leaders of the Meji period made vigorous efforte for 
national prosperity and keenly engaged in national reform in order to 
give Japan both independence and strength. After these leaders “there 
appeared intellectuals who performed important functions.” They 
bravely accepted new thi » Strove to absord advanced culture and 
made at contributions in government, business and education. In 
addition to this the broad Japanese people enthusiastically studied 
advanced scientific and cultural knowledge and worked energetically. 
“These are the most basic factors in Japan's modernization.” 


After World War II Japan existed in “a state of starvation that can- 
not even be imagined today.” Poodgrains were rare, the currency was 
inflated and the people were fatigued to the point of exhaustion in 
the daily search for warmth and sustenance.” Nevertheless under these 
extremely impoverished conditions of “lack of food and housing” the 
Japanese people faced reality with unbroken spirits. They “rebuilt 

a ‘civilized nation’ restored the economy and rebuilt their own lives. 
In various ways they all found the meaning of their own existence.” 
Moreover, “they worked sincerely to fulfill their hopes for the 
future” and were determined to “rise again from the ashes of defeat.” 
The author described two very moving scenes: “...the government office 
personnel had no homes to return to and so slept on their office 
desks. In the morning they arose to face the —* problem of 
securing a supply of food, but never for a moment did they forget the 





far-range plans for Japan's future.” “Because there were no class- 
rooms teachers had to hold classes outside, and did so with great 
enthusiasm.” What is it that motivated the Japanese people to make 
such great efforts? 











2. The Japanese people have the capacity to study progress and to 
absord foreign science and culture for their own use. It is just as 
the author wrote, “the spirit of absorbing foreign civilisation is a 
traditional characteristic of the Japanese people.” “Ancient China 
had an extremely advanced civilization” so the Japanese “studied 
China” in order to build and Severe? Japanese culture and have great 
ratitude for thie. During the amet Restoration, after they realized 
hat advanced western culture could help them become independent and 
powerful, they then enthusiastically began to absorb Western science, 
technology and culture and adopted the best parte for their own use. 


After the war Japan on the one hand carried out political, educational 
and land reforms and on the other hand continued to rely on and 

absorb European and American advanced science, technology and culture 
to make very rapid national development. Their spirit and technique 
for studying and adapting progress for their own use no doubt is the 
main reason why today 30 years after the war they have in so 

respects caught up to and surpassed America and other advanced foreign 
nations. 


3. The foundation of the two special characteristics mentioned above 
ie that “the concern for education is a special feature of Japan's 
modernization.” The Japanese people s spirit of firm resolution to 
make the country strong is derived from a thoroughly ingrained educa- 
tional process, and universal education has brought direct benefits 
which are that the Japanese people are able to quickly absorb new 
— and are able to analyse and digest advanced science and 
culture. 


The leaders of the Meji Restoration believed that “the great under- 
taking of the Restoration could not rely only on the leaders them- 
selves but must seek help through the education of the majority of 

the nation's people.” Because of this at the very beginning of the 

Me ji period “Japan strove to make education universal in order to 
cultivate human talent.” Because yor lacked capital to operate 
schools they instituted both public and private school systems. 

Because they lacked adequately trained teachers in higher education 
they hired foreign teachers or sent J se abroad to study. At the 
game time they strongly advocated the importance of educational matters 
and strove to raise the status of teachers. In 1907 (the 40th year of 
the Meji period) Japan instituted a six-year system of compulsory 
elementary education and “at the end of the Meji period (the year 1912) 
school attendance exceeded 95 percent.” Furthermore “The colleges 
which trained leadership personnel did not inquire into a person's 
background or financial condition, as long as they had the ability 
even children of poor families could enter the schools. Such a system 
of equality was entirely unknown in and European nations at that time.” 


Because of the many years of strong emphasis, Japanese education has 
received the praises of all sectors of the government and the people. 
Teachers are highly ees and their pay is good, making pee pe, 
an occupation which college graduates gladly undertake (even including 
teaching elementary school). “Even today when people travel to the 
countryside they see that the elementary schoolhouses are the best 
built in the whole village. This expresses the Japanese people's 
respect for education.”

According to Japanese statistics for 1977, 99 percent of Japanese 
children have received nine years of compulsory education, 94 percent 
enter middle school and 38 percent enter college or 228*8 is 


es as the author says, “On the average the Japanese are probably 
most educated people in the whole world and this has been of 


extreme importance in promoting technological rennovation.” This also 
ie a major factor in Japan's success.

‘XINHUA’ VIEWS TURKISH WINTER MILITARY EXERCISE

{Text} Ankara, February 16 (Xinhua correspondent Liu Kaichen)--At four o'clock 
on the afternoon of February 10, a ailitery exercise commenced in northeastern 
Turkey near the Soviet border. Codenamed “the republic is a virtue,” this winter 
military exercise was conducted by the Turkish Third Army stationed in eastern 
Anatolia to guard the country against « possible Soviet invasion. 


Along with the commanders of Turkish land, naval and air forces and the commander 
of NATO's rapid deployment forces, this correspondent viewed the opening of the 
exercise from an ancient citadel that once was an important fortress of the troops 
of the Ottoman empire. The citadel overlooks a wide valley which once was the 

site of battles against invading teariet Russian troops. Today's military exercise 
is in preparation to counter-attack hypothetical aggression by an enemy from that 
same country. 


The climatic conditions and the terrain are extremely rugged. Three thousand 
meters above sea-level, the ground is covered by snow about one thi 
and the average temperature declines to minus forty degrees in the hear 
winter months.

On thie particular day, the north wind ecreamed continually and 

very bones. Through the sky came the helicopters and under their cover the “red 
forces” launched their surprise attack. The enemy tanke led the way, climbing up 
and down over the mountains and firing to clear the way for the advancing infantry. 


Under thie strong surprise attack, the “blue” or Turkish forces were forced to 
withdraw from the frontline, but at the same time they lured the enemy troops 
deeper into areas where fighting would be more difficult for the enemy. 


The mock battle continued into the next day. On the afternoon of February 11, we 
went to 4 nearby area to observe the Turkish ski troops in action. The use of the 
skiers was extremely impressive. They were used to raid enemy ammunition depots, 
transport weapons, ammunition and food and to remove wounded soldiers from the 
battlefield. 


The land forces Commander General Nurettin Ersin was justified in saying at the 
end of the exercise that it was 4 succe.e and proved that the Turkish soldiers are 
very capable of fighting on the battlefield under extremely difficult climatic 
conditions.

The Turkish military exercise coincided with the NATO winter military exercise 
codenamed “alley enterprise-81" which was held in the Ersurum area from February 
9 co 13. These two military exercises were organized to expand the coordination 
between Turkey and the NATO forces to defend eastern Anatolia againat a possible 
Soviet invasion under winter conditions. 


Since the 17th century, tearist Russia launched a series of invasions against 
Turkey. On five occasions tearist troops invaded eastern Anatolia in an attempt 
to push across thie plateav in ite southward thrust into the Middle East. 


During those five aggressions, the Russian troops occupied Erzurum City on two 
occasions--on July 8, 1829 and on February 16, 1916--and massacred many local 
Turkish people. 


Now, fifteen Soviet divisions, or about two hundred thousand troops, are stationed 
in the areas bordering eastern Turkey. The Turkish officers and soldiers are 
strengthening their preparedness. As land force Commander Ersin said, “The Third 
Army region is one of the most important regions within Turkey and NATO. We have 
to be ready for war at any time.” 
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MITTERRAND'S DEPARTURE--Beijing, Feb 14 (AFP)--Visiting French socialist party 
leader Francois Mitterrand today left here by air for Pyongyang, North Korea, 
after holding wide-ranging talks with Chinese leaders. Mr Mitterrand, the first 
French socialist leader to visit Pyongyang since the Korean war, is due to confer 
with North Korean President Kim Il-song tomorrow.

REQULREMENTS, TASKS OF GOOD LEADER OUTLINED

"How to Be a Good Leader’) 


[Text] On 22 April 1943, Comrade Zhou Enlai made a speech to the cadres of 
the Chinese Communist Party Central South Bureau entitled "How to Be a Good 
Leader." The speech, in its outline, proposed many important principles 
requiring the attention of the leading cadres. Though it has been more than 
30 years ago, one still feels very close to it upon perusal. 


To be a good leader, one must first solve the standpoint issue. Comrade Zhou 
Enlai stressed six points: a definite Marxist-Leninist world philosophy and 
a revolutionary life philosophy; the spirit to uphold principles; confidence 
in the strength of the masses; the studying spirit and the relentless struggle 
spirit; advanced discipline. These six points are the indispensable require- 
ments of a good leader. In these aspects, Comrade Zhou Enlai and many prole- 
tarian revolutionaries of the older generation have established shining models 
for us. 


Our party, a proletarian political party, takes Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong 
Thought as the guiding ideology. Comrade Zhou Enlai asked the leading cadres 
to “ceaselessly raise their own ideological level and strengthen their own 
political tempering." That our party, in the past half century or more, has 
been able to lead the broad masses to overcome all reactionaries at home and 
abroad, surmount all the difficulties and dangers, found a new China and march 
toward the goal of building a modern socialist power is, in the final analysis, 
a result of the guidance of Marxism. As proved by historical experiences, 
whenever our party conscientiously studied and upheld Marxism, the revolution- 
ary cause developed smoothly; otherwise, setbacks and failures became inevita- 
ble. However, it is not easy to distinguish true and false Marxism and to 
apply Marxism according to China's reality. In the 10 years of upheaval, Lin 
Biao and the “gang of four" hoisted the Marxist banner, vigérously peddled and 
promoted feudalism and fascism and disrupted the entire party and the entire 
country. Thus, the so-called “crisis of faith" occurred in some people. 





Today, some people have also adopted an attitude of indifference toward 
Marxiem, neither learning nor studying it. In essence, it is also an issue of 
faith. 


Marxism reveals the objective law of the development of the human society, 
pointing out the historical process of the inevitable destruction of capital- 
iem and the inevitable victory of socialism and communism. We must not be 
misled by the phenomena of prosperity of modern capitalism and fail to see its 
inherent insurmountable contradictions and ite weak and corrupt essences; nor 
must we feel doubtful of the superiority of the socialist system because of 

the mistakes in our work and the disruption of Lin Biao and the “gang of four." 
This is particularly true for a leading cadre: If one's faith is not firm on 
the fundamental issues, one does not deserve to be called a leader, because it 
is impossible for one to lead the masses to the struggle goal set by the party. 


The masses are the creators of history. Comrade Zhou Enlai asked the leading 
cadres to “face the masses," and “iead the masses and make friends with them." 
He pointed out: "The method of leading the party and that of leading the 
masses are not the same. The method and attitude of leading the masses are to 
make them not feel that we are doing the leading." Whether in the revolution- 
ary war years or in the socialist construction period, apart from the support 
and courageous struggle of the masses, our party will accomplish nothing. 
Therefore, each and every leading cadre must firmly establish the materialist 
historical philosophy of trusting and relying on the masses and oppose the 
heroic historical philosophy. The people are the masters of the state, while 
the cadres, regardless of their posts, are all the public servants of the 
people. We are employed by the people, and we represent them in the exercise 
of power. This relationship must not be turned upside down. 


After national liberation, our party became the party in power. Due to the 
changes in the position of the party, the mass concept of some leading cadres 
wanned. They converted their power into privileges. Instead of correctly 
propagandizing the party's lines and policies, performing intensive and careful 
ideological-political work, and serving as models to influence and activate the 
masses, they considered themselves saviors, issuing orders, and even violating 
law and discipline and damaging the public for private gain, thereby seriously 
hurting the interests of the party and the masses.

It gave a profound and vivid portrayal of the feudal "special privilege" mentality. 
This poem circulated widely, and people often quote it in criticism of the feudal 
“special privilege" mentality, vestiges of which still remain in our society. Later 
someone changed the line of the poem to read, "A waterfront pavilion will not get 
the moonlight first," using the phrase in praise of the new customs prevailing in 
socialism. 


In our socialist state, the majority of cadres are honest in performing their duties-- 
that is, their style of work corresponds to the saying, "A waterfront pavilion will 
not get the moonlight first." Thus we read in our newspapers again and again such 
joyful news items as the following:

The director of the housing bureau of Liaoyang Municipality wields great power in the 
allocation of housing.

Two organizations in Qinwangdao Municipality presented some of their new products to 
each of the 20 standing members of the municipal party committee to "appraise and 
sample." However, they all returned the samples of these new products and furthermore 
directed that such practices should stop in future. 
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Reports of this kind are as pleasing as the warm spring wind, blowing smoothly, 
touching our hearts, and giving us food for deep thought. 


Only one character changes the expression "gets the moonlight first" into "will not 
get the moonlight first," but the two expressions reflect two diametrically opposed 
moral attitudes and working styles.

NEW ARMY PEOPLE PROBLEMS SOLVED THROUGH MUTUAL ACCOMMODATION

New Army-People Problems in Building Special Zone" ] 


[Text] Army units stationed in Xiamen and the local leadership have correctly 
handled the relationship between the economic construction of a special zone and 
the coastal defense, thereby promoting army-government and army-people unity. 


In Xiamen area, the army-government and army-people relationship has been 
satisfactory all along. Last year, when the province adopted a special policy 
on economic activities involving foreigners, Xiamen proceeded with plarse for 
establishing a special economic zone. The leadership of the army units stationed 
here and the gunicipal party and government leadership of Xiamen have held con- 
sultations to handle the new situation and new problems in the relationship 
between coastal defense and economic construction. After the estat lishment of 
the special zone, some new projects requiring land and the supply of stones, 
sands and other construction materials from quarries, encroached on some mili- 
tary installations and affected military security. The leading responsible per- 
sons of the army and the government and other departments concerned combined to 
form a leading organ with the specific responsibility of settling these matters. 
These responsible persons spent 4 days visiting the main military installations 
in Xiamen where they conducted on-the-spot investigations and appropriately 
separated the military zones from the quarries with boundary signs. There were 
scores of quarries and some of them had unfavorable effects on the military 
installations. After careful arrangements by the municipal government, these 
quarries were closed. There were originally some coastal defense installations 
in a harbor. Because of land reclamation in the harbor, these .installations 
lost their value, and in November 1980, the army decided to dismantle them. In 
accordance with the principle of utilization in times of both war and peace, part 
of the tunnels used for people's air defense have been transformed, repaired, 
and equipped as workshops, warehouses, theaters, showrooms or conference halls. 


Along with the economic development in Xiamen, there is now an ever-increasing 


demand for construction materials, daily necessities and energy resources. The 
army and government leadership have willingly faced the difficulties so that 
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the people would be convenienced. The municipal staff office for supporting 
the front, the commercial bureau, the food stuff company, the water and 
electricity companies and other departments have paid regular visits to the army 
units to collect information on their requirements and to rationally readjust 
the supply with a view to guaranteeing maximum satisfaction to the needs of 
coastal defense. The army units, on the other hand, tried their best to con- 
serve energy in order to reduce the burden of the locality. The commanders and 
fighters of a certain unit stationed in Xiamen did not make any additional 
requisition despite the improvement of their food. Instead, they used whatever 
land they could spare for growing vegetables and raising pigs. Since 1979, 

this unit has maintained a self-sufficient rate of 80 percent for vegetables and 
100 percent for pork. The pressure on the local market is thus reduced. 


To promote both economic construction and coastal defense, manpower and materials 
have been frequently transferred among the army, government and civilians in a 
spirit of mutual support. Since last winter, the PLA Units stationed in 

Xiamen area have spat more than 248,000 man-days in helping to complete 37 
large and small loc’! engineering projects. The local people, on the other hand 
have also actively cupported the army in coastal defense, combat readiness, 
military exercises, national defense construction and so forth. In August 1979, 
a certain artillery battalion was engaged in shooting practice and urgently 
needed some moving targets to be used at sea. A Xiamen forklift plant imme- 
diately revised its production plan and. organized 20 workers from two workshops 
and three different types of work for this task. After working 3 days on a 
crash basis, four moving targets of a very complex structure were completed in 
time for the exercise. This helped solve a big problem for the battalion. 


Because of the active consultation between the army units and the local party 
and government leading organs, army-government unity and army-people unity has 
continued to improve and the parties concerned received a joint commendation 

from the Fuzhou PLA Units and the provincial people's government in June 1980.

Gravity Checking

[Text] Bringing into play its technical superiority, a certain air force unit 
under the Fuzhou PLA Units has actively cooperated with the technicians of a 
geophysics prospecting team in completing the task of earth-weighing in Fujian 
Province. 


Earth-weighing, also called gravity-checking, is an advanced technique of 
scientific survey for testing the gravity of the earth. By analyzing the gravity, 
people can not only survey underground mineral deposits and forecast earthquakes, 
but also provide the parameters for calculating the trajectory of guided missiles 
and the orbit of satellites. This task must be completed within a specified 
time by surveying three different locations in quick succession. Transportation 
is inconvenient in Fujian because of the nume.ous mountain ranges, and the 
provincial geophysics prospecting team could not complete the task within the 
time limit. Therefore, the Provincial People's Government approached a certain 
helicopter wing for assistance. Vice Wing Commander Bian Yuxin [0593 3763 0207] 
and his comrades in arms gladly accepied this assignment. 


One early morning in September, Bian Yuxin and Pilot Dai Haitao [2071 3189 3447] 
took off with four technicians of the Provincial Geophysics Prospecting Team on 
their earth-weighing mission. They skillfully piloted the helicopter and made 
two uneventful landings in the open country. Thus two spots were successfully 
surveyed, leaving only one in the terrain of northern Fujian. By that time, 
however, the weather suddenly changed, and the thick layers of clouds all over 
the sky became a threat to flying safety. Bian knew that they must all fly to 
the designated spot in time; otherwise the rotation of the earth would bring 
about a change of gravity along with the change of temperature, and the data 
already collected from the first two spots would become worthless. Therefore, 
he and Dai decided to change their flight plan. 


Thirty minutes later, they were above the designated spot after navigating past 
a cloud-enveloped peak. However, the ground surface was totally obscured by a 
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layer of cloude and the helicopter could not find any landing place. "We will 
try to land as long as there is the slightest chance," he thought, as he 
maneuvered the plane in the search for a landing place. When he discovered a 
crack in the cloud layer revealing a small river, he quickly descended through 
it and maintained his position above the river. Still the visibility below 
was very poor because of the fog. Bian reduced the throttle and stretched out 
to look for a landing place. Suddenly, a mountain appeared right in front and 
it was too late to avoid it. Bian calmly pulled back the control rod to bring 
the helicopter to a halt; it was then like a kite floating in the air. He con- 
tinued to pull the rod backward and the plane retreated like a car being driven 
at reverse gear. Finally, he was directly above the designated spot and made a 
vertical landing. The four technicians quickly accomplished their task of 
gravity checking. 


In nearly 2 months, Bian Yuxin and his crew flew some 11,000 kilometers through- 
out Fujian and were the first in the country to gain the precious experience of 
using a helicopter to weigh the earth. They have also helped the geophysics 
prospecting team of Fujian set up 39 earth-weighing spots, thus accomplishing 
what had not been attempted before. 


Using Sophisticated Instruments

[Text] To meet the requirements of national defense modernization, the oil con- 
trol section of the logistic department of the Fuzhou PLA Units was in urgent 
need of a training program for its technical cadres so that these cadres could 
operate and repair electronic instruments and meters, and the intake and output 
of the oil depot could be automatically controlled. However, this training 
program could not be started because of the lack of qualified teachers. When 

the mathematics department of Xiamen University received a request for assistance, 
the leading members of the university called together some experienced teachers 
to work out a teaching plan and then chose some of them for the special job of 
teaching about transistor circuits and switch logic circuits. 


The different academic levels among the trainees and the limited teaching hours 
available made the teaching job very difficult. After accepting the job of 
teaching mathematics for electric engineering, Lecturer Lin Mingyu [2651 6900 
3763] condensed the curriculum, normally requiring 1 year, into 30 teaching days. 
She stayed in the barracks and worked until late at night, preparing the lessons 
and correcting or commenting on the students’ work. She took no time off even 
on Sundays. To provide more opportunity for practical work, she borrowed from 
the Third Middle Scheol of Xiamen an electric current table, a voltmeter, some 
volt-sensitive coils aad slide-wire rheostats for the students' experiments. 
Teachers Lin Ji [2651 2623] and Li Yonghua [2651 3057 5478] noted the trainees’ 
lack of basic knowledge. In the classes, they paid particular attention to 














atrengthening the etudente’ foundation and epent more time in the use of visual 
aide and practical experiments so as to help the trainees understand transistor 
cireuite and ewitch logic circuite. 


Thanke to the patient tuition and guidance from these teachers, the trainees 
have systematically grasped the methods of operating electronic inetrumente and 
metere within only 2 sonthe.

A YI RADIO' SAYS PLA BEING EXCLUDED FROM POLITICS

[Text] There is much talk in the army about the political work conference. Comrades 
Wei Guoqing, Hu Yaobang and Geng Biao, in their speeches at the conference, called 
on the army to play a most active role in the political life of the country. In 
his speech, Comrade Hu Yaobang especially stressed that the motherland's future 
will be determined by the role (?on the political stage) played by 20 million 
cadres, 38 million party members and several million armymen. In other words, 

the vast number of PLA commanders and fighters, cadres and party members is the 
country's major political force. However, there is at the same time a completely 
different guiding principle. At present, some people in the party Central Committee 
are trying hard to exclude the army from the country's political life and restrain 
as much as possible the vast numbers of commanders and fighters within the narrow 
bounds of military life. 


Vice Chairman Deng has openly instructed that the army should pay more attention 

to military training and stop getting involved in political problems. This is 
obviously meant to restrain the vast numbers of commanders and fighters, particularly 
the leading members of the army, from taking an active part in the political life 

of the party and the state. 


At present, in accordance with the party Central Committee's instruction, many 
provinces, municipalities and counties are using all kinds of excuses to squeeze 
out the leading cadres of PLA units or military districts who serve as members of 
local party committees and standing committees.

At present, in various places, investigation and trial of so-called criminals 
involved in the case of the Lin Biao counterrevolutionary clique are continuing.

‘Text) Ensuring that our army has more young cadres and that middle-aged and 
young cadres are selected and put in important leading positions in the army etep- 
by~-step is indeed, a crucial question in the process of our army building task. 

It is a law of nature that our army leaders of the older generation should retire 
because of advanced age or leave their post to recuperate from protracted, lin- 
gering illnesses. We have no intention of questioning these things. 


But we have observed that the policy pursued by some leading comrades of the party 
Central Committee and ite military commission in the past 2 years regarding our 
army cadres' retiring from the three services has nothing in common with the above- 
mentioned law of nature. With the exception of a tiny number of those who have 
retired because of advanced age which has made their ability fall short of their 
wishes to do arduous army work, most cadres at the corps and divisional levels 
have retired from the service branches and army unite for the following main 
reasons: 


1. They have misgivings about our country's current domestic and foreign policies 
as well as resentments toward the principle of our army building task; 


2. Their role in the “three supports” and “two military" taske and the revolu- 
tionary committees or leading core groups during the cultural revolution has made 
them fear that they will be criticized or even struggled against; and 


3. Some of them are afraid of being discovered to have had connections with sen- 
bers of the Lin Biao clique who have either been imprisoned or are being interro- 
gated. 


It is not too difficult to understand that most of our army cadres at all levels, 
excepting those new cadres who have been promoted in the past 4 or 5 years, worry 
about one or more of the above reasons. 


If things continue as th y have in recent years, all veteran army cadres will be 
totally removed within 2 to 3 years. When this happens, our army situation will 
be no different from what Wang Hongwen said when referring to military affairs: 
"I believe that men in their 30's should be made commanders of military regions." 
He said this in a verbal report at a central study class in his capacity as vice 
chairman of the CCP Central Committee. Wang Hongwen almost succeeded in urging 
those rebels like Mao Yuanxin to take over our army leadership. 








Now, the slogan is to assign cadres, whose political background ie not questionable, 
to leading positions in the army at various levels. Thies is no different from what 
Wang Hongwen advocated: Diemies veteran army cadres, ask them to take sides or 
overthrow them. 


We muet point out that thie will not only weaken the army's combat capability to 
4 certain extent but deliver telling blows to the (?morale) and work enthusiasm 
of military personnel, especially army cadres at the middle and upper levels. 


Speaking at an enlarged session of the party Central Committee's military commission 
not long ago, Vice Chairman Deng Kiaoping said: Recently, many leading comrades of 
the army have retired from service. Their retirement should be widely publicized. 


[Worde indistinct) this seems that he would dismiss all veteran cadres of our army 
if he could. But as far ae the commanders and fighters throughout the army are 
concerned, this is not a good omen. 


The policy to push a massive personnel change of army cadres formulated by some 
individuals of the central authorities hase further pulled the army away from the 
party Central Committee. Army cadres’ confidence in certain leaders of the party 
Central Committee and ite military commission has further diminished. All of this 
is detrimental to strengthening our army's combat capability and to achieving 
(‘greater) stability and unity of the whole party and the whole country.

PRC LEADERS CRITICAL OF ARMY CULTURAL WORK

[Text] Last year, after the all-army cultural work conference ended, the various 
military regions held meetings that further affirmed that cultural work in the 
army should animate the cultural life in army unite and enhance the army's combat 
effectiveness, that literary and art creation in army unite should primarily 
reflect the actual process of modernization of the army and that cultural workers 
in army unite should actively provide the army with health-giving spiritual nour- 
ishment . 


It should be noted that these meetings have somehow influenced army literature and 
art. For some time, literary and artistic works created in army unite have been 
quite inclusive and varied in style. Some have boldly exposed the acute contra- 
dictions in life and presented the true picture of history. However, two leaders 
of the central authorities who did not read--perhaps they could not find time--the 
army unite’ literary and art works and who listened to and believed in one-sided 
views, recently--on three successive meetings--criticized some people in the army 
for using literature and art to whitewash army cadres’ ultraleft mistakes and to 
portray the army as having defended large numbers of veteran cadres and having pre- 
served stability at home. 


At the January meeting of the CCP Central Committee's military commission, they 
criticized many army literary and art works for depicting the heroic role of the 
army, and especially of some commanders, in overthrowing the gang of four and for 
alluding to Deng Xiaoping's ingratitude for singling out the army for attack after 
he assumed office. Furthermore, citing the short article "Dining With Comrade 

Hua Guofeng™ carried in JIEPANGJUN WENYI [LIBERATION ARMY LITERATURE AND ART] , 
they alleged that personality cult and modern superstitution running counter to 
the central authorities’ line still prevailed in the army. These criticisms and 
charges are extremely erroneous. They amount to pouring cold water on the current 
campaign to implement the "double-hundred" principle in army literature and art 
and the efforts to boost army literature and art. They are designed to bring up 
new charges so as to continue the attack and persecution of some military cadres. 
Other charges fly in the face of historical facts. They are directed against a 
single fault to the neglect of other aspects. 


First, if the liberation army had not taken part in the cultural revolution, many 
more cadres throughout the country would have been persecuted, the armed struggle 
would have been difficult to end and the nationwide turmoil would have been terrible. 








What ie more, the army was committed to the cultural revolution on the inaetruction 
of Chairman Mao and Premier Zhou. 


Second, Marehal Ye, Hua Guofeng, Xu Shiyou, Chen Kilian and other leaders of the 
military regions and the PLA general headquarters claimed credit for the gang of 
four'e downfall. At that time, Deng Xiaoping had been relieved of his poste 
inside and outeide the party by Chairman Mao. It is justified for army literary 
and art works to present the true picture. But now, some people say that when 
Deng Xiaoping was in charge of the work of the central authorities in 1975, he 
waged a tit-for-tat struggle against the gang of four, thereby providing the 
ideological ground and masse support for the eventual downfall of the gang of four 
in October and creating the necessary conditions for the public trial of Jiang 
Qing and her company. Obviously, there is an ulterior motive to this kind of 
remark that ie meant to play down the decisive role of the leaders of our army. 


Third, before the National Party Congress officially relieves Chairman Hua of his 
poste, he is still chairman of the party and chairman of ite military commission. 
It ie normal for a fighter to write about hie impressions on dining with the 
chairman of the CCP Central Committee's military commission. It has nothing to 
do with promoting a personality cult or violating the party line. 


In short, some people in the central authorities harbor an ulterior motive in 


attacking the new atmosphere in army literature and art in an open or more or less 
open manner. 
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RADIO COMMENTS ON CUT IN MILITARY SPENDING

(Text) The recent directive issued by the military commiseion of the CCP Central 
Committee represents an important task put before the whole army. Particularly, 
ite demand on practicing strict economy, reducing military spending and bringing 
into full play the glorious tradition of arduous struggle, directly involves each 
commander and fighter. However, we cannot but disagree with some of Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping's views on this. Dwelling upon thie directive, Vice Chairman Deng said: 
Many commanders and fighters still have the sluggard's way of thinking. He also 
accused high-ranking leading cadres in the army of irresponsibly squandering state 
funds, imposing even greater financial difficulties on the state, and increasing 
the people's burden. Frankly speaking, thie kind of talk runs counter to the facts. 
It is an insult to our army. 


First of all, we must point out that China's serious financial and economic crises 
ace mainly caused by mistakes in the economic policy set by some leaders of the 
central authorities. At the work conference of the CCP Central Committee, Deng 
Xiaoping also conducted self-criticiem, saying that in mapping out plans, the 
leaders of the central authorities including himself were dizzy with success. 


Next, in the past 2 years, military spending has exceeded that budgeted by the 
state. But, what has caused such overspending? 1) The Vietnam war had caused 

an overspending of 3,447 million yuan above the budgeted figure. 2) Large number 
of troops have been deployed along the Sino-Vietnamese borderline. Therefore, it 
is essential to increase extra-budgetary expenditures by a large amount. At the 
end of last year, an overspending of 1.1,870 million yuan was recorded. 3) During 
the past 2 years and more, military and material aid were given to Pol Pot troops, 
amounting to 2,140 million yuan. 4) After the Afghanistan incident, Pakistan 
was provided with arms and ammunition as well as other military supplies according 
to Vice Chairman Deng's instructions, totaling 630 million yuan. From this, we 
can see that military overspending has nothing to do with army building. It is 
due to free spending in other fields. 


Comrade Deng Xiaoping instructed the whole army to practice strict economy and 
reduce expenditure. He mainly relied on cutting expenses on meals for commanders 
and fighters, and lowering the standards of supplies. Units able to do so must 
achieve self-sufficiency in non-staple foods, either entirely or partially. How- 
ever, in recent years due to the increase in commodity prices and other reasons, 
supplies to our army have not been adequate. The supplies to border PLA unite, 
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particularly to PLA unite stationed along the Sino-Vietnamese border, are even 
worse. According to reports from military logistics departments, many PLA unite 
are short from time to time of non-staple foods. Quality of such non-etaple foods 
ie low even when available. PLA unite are short of housing. Barracks are crowded 
and the sanitation conditions are not too good there. There are not enough essen- 
tial medical facilities or beds in military hospitals. Even infectious diseases 
prevail in some localities. Needless to say, the broad masses of commanders and 
fighters, particularly those in the border unite, will face even greater difficul- 
ties if the supply of non-staple foods to commanders and fighters is further

‘GUANGMING RIBAO' REPRINTS 'RENMIN RIBAO' COMMENTARY ON CRITICISM

of Corruption Among Government Personnel") 


[Text] Today, RENMIN RIBAO carried a commentator's commentary saying: Since the 

5th Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, our newspapers have undergone a re- 
markable change by gradually lending increasing space to criticism and self-criticism. 
The commentary quoted the contents of several letters from readers as follows: 


After the case of Xiyang County's project to “bring water from the west to the east" 
was exposed, a letter from a communist party member named Wang Ding [3769 1353] stated: 
Your newspaper editorial entitled "Such Foolish Things as ‘Bringing Water From the 
West to the East' Should Not Be Repeated" is a manifesto of war against feudal 
bureaucrats. This editorial appears to be approved by the central secretariat. If 

my thought is proven true, that should be regarded as a big event worthy of celebra- 
tion by the people throughout the country. An able Party Central Committee capable 

of doing good things for the people has appeared in the eyes of the people throughout 
the country and has awakened them to the fact that "a suffering nation is on the way 
to prosperity." 


A letter from comrade Ouyang Shiyuan [2962 7122 0013 3293] of PLA Unit 8-3023 says: 
The State Council's decision on handling the "Bohai No 2" incident shows that "all 
are equal before the party discipline and state laws." This has really given us 
hope. When there is hope for true equality, can we say that this is something worthy 
of celebration? 


After the news about the minister of commerce who has been criticized for seeking 
and granting privileges and for paying less than necessary for food served by a 
restaurant was published, a letter from comrade Yu Xiang [6735 4382] of the Anfeng 
Middle School in Dongtai County, Jiangsu Province, commented: When the newspaper 
reached our hands, we were vying to read that news, and soon we touched off a dis- 
cussion and debate in the streets, saying: Alas, the communist party really means 
business! How can it be possible not to be elated? That minister had to pay the 
unpaid portion of his bill and had to openly examine himself. Does this indicate 
that the party is powerful and hopeful? A letter from comrade Zhu Weiqun [2612 4850 
6746], a student pursuing studies in Belgrade, says: This episode typically reflects 
progress in the political life at home, a determination displayed by the young gen- 
eration in China to reform, and tremendous courage to resolutely push China onto the 
track of developing modernization. 
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The commentary points out: This shows that the criticiam launched by newspapers 

has won the approval of the people. The party's prestige has not been lowered as 

a result of this criticism, On the contrary, it has greatly raised its prestige. 
The masses’ faith in the party has not been undermined as a result of the criticiem. 
On the contrary, they have greatly increased their faith in the party. They have 
also not lost their confidence in the four modernizations programs. On the contrary, 
they have greatly increased such confidence. 


The commentary says: As early as April 1950, the Party Central Committee particu- 
larly issued a "Decision on Launching Criticism and Self-Criticism through Newspapers 
and Journals." This "Decision" clearly points out: "It is now more extraordinarily 
important than ever to induce the masses of people to openly criticize shortcomings 
and mistakes in our work, and to teach, party members, especially party cadres, to 
launch criticism and self-criticism of such shortcomings and mistakes through 
newspapers and journals. The reason is that the war on the mainland is now over and 
our party is at the helm of the nation's political power; in such circumstances, 
shortcomings and mistakes in our work are apt to jeopardize the interests of the 
broad masses of people; as their positions and prestige are on the way up, the 
leaders of our political power may easily be tempted to create a mood of arrogance 
among themselves, thus rejecting and suppressing criticism from within and outside 
the party. In such new circumstances, if we fail to openly and timely encourage the 
entire party and the broad masses to launch criticism and self-criticism of short- 
comings and mistakes that exist in our party, people's government, economic organs 
and mass organizations, we will suffer from serious bureaucracy and will be unable 
to accomplish new China's construction tasks." A restudy of this statement is of 
great practical significance. 





The commentary says: Some comrades have maintained that it is necessary to oppose 
bureaucracy but other methods should be adopted in doing so, and asks why should 

the criticism be launched through newspapers? True, various measures should be taken 
to eliminate bureaucracy. To reform the systems of leadership, management and 
cadres, we must have a complete set of investigation and supervisory measures from 
top to bottom. But these measures alone are not enough. We must also exercise super- 
vision from bottom up. Using newspapers to launch criticism is the most convenient, 
most flexible and most effective method for the masses to exercise supervision in a 
democratic way. The essential feature of bureaucracy is aloofness from the masses. 
This is why the bureaucrats fear the masses, fear their supervision and especially 
fear being exposed and criticized by the masses through newspapers. Of course, this 
does not mean that all criticism should be published in newspapers because certain 
problems can be resolved by means of internal circulars and personal interviews or 
through conferences where criticism can be launched. 


The commentary says: Party newspapers at al! levels are operated under the leader- 
ship of party committees. How the critic’”» ‘lated by newspapers is faring is 

the responsibility of their editorial depi. ‘+, | and especially the party committees. 
In July 1954, the "CCP Central Committee's vec ion on Improving the Operation of News- 
papers" pointed out: "The party committees at all levels must constantly take 

note of whether newspapers have spared no effect to launch criticism, whether such 
criticism is correct, and whether cadres warmly welcome and resolutely defend the 
working people's criticism from bottom up, and should use this as a yardstick for 
evaluating the party character of newspapers and for measuring the strengths and 
weaknesses of inner-party political life and party committee leadership." 
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Newspaper criticism certainly can be used as a yardstick for that purpose. Usually, 
newspapers can more fully reflect the opinions and voice of the masses, boldly criti- 
cize shortcomings and mistakes in our work, and demonstrate vitality to the welcome 
of the masses, where the party committees and those within and outside the party can 
enjoy a lively democratic life and resolutely struggle against bureaucracy and all 
other forms of malpractice. Otherwise, they will lose vitality and become unpopular 
with the masses because the party committees indulge in the practice of the one-man 
rule, fail to emancipate their minds, stifle the democratic life and demonstrate no 
great dtermination to struggle against bureaucracy. Presently, newspapers still 
encounter strong resistance from some cadres against criticism. To persuade the 
broad masses of cadres to "warmly welcome and resolutely defend the working people's 
criticism from bottom up," as called for in that central decision, the party commit- 
tees at all levels must first of all strengthen their leadership over party news- 
papers. Only by resolutely doing this well can they set a good example for the 
broad masses of cadres to follows. 


Stressing that the newspapers must act as models in self-criticism, the commentary 
says: Since Newspaper criticism is a serious matter, editorial departments must 
follow a cautious approach, persist in the principle of seeking truth from facts, and 
do everything possible to investigate, check and clear facts related to criticism. 
Those under criticism should not nitpick about minor errors and should humbly accept 
criticism. Newspapers should seek to prove whether facts are accurate and avoid 
serious mistakes. They should do so until even minor errors can be avoided. Accur- 
acy holds a key to success or failure in criticism. If the basic facts regarding 
criticism are inaccurate, it will cost newspapers their prestige and will lend strength 
to the force of resistance against criticism. When newspaper criticism is proven 
wrong, critics should welcome explanation and counter-criticism from others and should 
launch self-criticism. In launching criticism and self-criticism among the people, 
including newspaper criticism, we must adopt a friendly attitude of curing the sick- 
ness to save the patient. As soon as the critics acknowledge and correct their 
mistakes, they should be accorded welcome and encouraged. 


Just like any other professions, newspapers undoubtedly cannot completely avoid making 
mistakes. If newspapers handle problems in criticism improperly and goof, they 

should act as models in self-criticism and draw lessons and mend themselves. They 
should not give up eating for fear of choking and should not cease to criticize. 


In conclusion, the commentary expresses willingness to join other fraternal newspapers 
in summing up experiences, in improving their work, in striving to fully launch criti- 
cism and self-criticism and strengthen the militant and indeological characters of 
criticism. The commentary also expresses the hope that the party committees at all 
levels will play a more positive role in leading and supporting newspapers to develop 
criticism and self-criticism, especially criticism from bottom up, in a better way. 
This is a demand placed by circumstances, and the people's aspirations and is in the 
interests of our party and state.

REFORM OF HIGHER EDUCATION MANAGEMENT WORK URGED 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 8 Nov 80 p 2

Management Work and Promote the Development of Higher Education") 


{Text} For several years now there have been clear gains in the restoration and 
development of our country's higher education. But, in our new situation of work 
of higher education faces a series of probleme which need to be solved. is par- 
ticular, management work has still not adjusted to the development of our domestic 
political and economic situation. According to the principles of readjustment, 
restructuring, consolidation and improvement we should continue to liberate our 
thinking and devote some effort to reforming the problems of higher education 
management work. 


What are the major problems at present of higher education management work’? We 
feel: The first is, in terms of the management system, not having truly placed 
higher education work in line with the planned, proportioned development of the 
national economy. This consequently has obstructed the integration of education 
and the economy and the adaptation of education to the economy. The second is 
that management methods have not fully realized the superiority of the socialist 
system, have not seriously implemented the principle of "to each according to his 
work", and have obstructed the positive development of education workers. The 
third is that school management work is backward and administrative efficiency is 
low, creating an unnecessary waste of manpower, and financial and material re- 
sources. Now we must start from our country's actual situation and quickly | 
establish a set of scientific management methods in order to promote the develop- 
ment of higher education work. As for how to reform higher education management 
work, our thinking is: 


l. Place all regular, full-day universities under a system of unified leadership 
and administration by level. Restore the Ministry of Higher Education and unify 
the management of higher education under the leadership of the State Council. Under 
the unified leadership of the central government divide management levels and work 
responsibilities among the Ministry of Education, the provinces (municipalities), 
and local areas. It is most important that the ministerial party committees of 
the central government and other educational departments under the jurisdiction of 

















local areas firmly grasp the notions of employee training, secondary vocational 

education, and general education, This will be conducive to mobilising the 

initiative of both the central government and the local governments, to the 

design, arrangement and development of higher education work, and to the develop- 

* of coordination between various fields of atudy. This will avoid overlap 
waete. 


2. In regard to personnel training, carry forth methods of investment according 
to need and overall arrangement. Every ministry and locality should make known 
the number of university graduates in each field that they require, in accordance 
with the personnel needs of their production and work and their own financial 
situation. Moreover, they should put forth the necessary educational funds, to 
allow for planning, the overall arrangement by educational departments, and for 
allocation at appropriate times. For example, in 1985 one unit will need 100 
graduates of vocational universities who specialized in calculating machines. Each 
student's educational expense is figured to be 10,000 yuan. The Ministry of 
Finance or the People's Bank would tranefer 1 million yuan of that unit's funds 

to the Ministry of Education either in a lump sum or in installments over a period 
of time. When the time arrived, the Ministry of Education, in accordance with 
national statistical records, would give 100 qualifie? calculating machine 
specialists to that one unit. If there were not 100 qualified graduates, then the 
Ministry of Education would return that part of the educational expenses corres- 
ponding to the number of graduates short of the total agreed upon. 


3. Provide educational funds to each school in accordance with the quality and 
quantity of the students trained. Have education administration departments 
allocate training duties based on the needs of society and the ability of the 
schools to train, and further, provide funding in accordance with the quality and 
quantity of students trained. Schools which exceed duty quotas or fail to meet 
them should have funding correspondingly increased or diminished. We should 
establish rates and standards for student training costs, and distribute funds 
impartially to all universities in accordance with the quality and quantity of 
their graduates. We should not distribute funds based on the fame and affilia- 
tions of schools. 


4. Provide a basic wage plus incentive rewards for school employees. After the 
abovementioned methods have been implemente,d and given that the number of employ- 
ees remains unchanged, then if the quality of the students trained is high and 

the quantity large, a school's funding can be increased. Part of these increased 
funds can be used for employee rewards and for undertakings of collective benefit 
to the school. If the school is run well and managed properly, the employees 
income should correspondingly increase. We should fully permit the free movement 
of educational employees and permit schools to hire and fire employees. Those 
employees that have been dismissed can be placed in more appropriate positions. 
Before arranging for them to leave, the school can place them in outside activi- 
ties, giving them suitable work and paying them a basic wage. They would not have 
to undergo work evaluation, nor enjoy promotion or rewards. 


5. The country does not want to allocate work to all graduates of institutions 
of higher education. From now on, the graduates should pass national tests. 
Those who qualify ethically, intellectually, and physically should be allocated 

















work, those who do not qualify can be allocated work on a lower scale (in accord= 
ance with secondary vocational levels) or can undergo extended study or can drop 
out of school. The country should not continue to support all of them. In order 
to encourage students to actively advance and atudy hard, aschoola should gradually 
reduce the scope of educational support grants that students now enjoy and expand 
the proportion of scholarships. 


6. The country should provide specific funds for training certain premier spec~ 
lalistes or experts to meet long term needs, and for use in educational work in 

the border and minority areas. We can also use part of the funds to reward 
advanced schools. There are several advantages to using the abovementioned methods 
in reforming the management of higher education: It will impel every department 
and every area to formulate personnel training plans when they make their economic 
plans, and moreover, see to it that personnel training is actually based on the 
needs of production and work. This will truly place higher education in line 
with the national economic plan, based on proportioned development. It will over-~ 
come certain forms of overlap and waste in the work of personnel training which 
exists at present. 


Doing this can establish a direct relationship between the amount of a school's 
expenditures and the quality of its work. It can spur schools to improve their 
management, tap potential strengths, streamline organizations, refine “the troops", 
strengthen accounting, and encourage frugality. It will be especially conducive 
to getting schools to carry out the principle of “to each according to his work" 
and to mobilizing the initiative of employees. It will also be conducive to 
expanding the self-determination of schools, to strengthening the sense of respon- 
sibility of leading cadres, and to promoting competition and association between 
schools. 
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BEIJING TO ENTICE, NOT ORDER EDUCATED YOUTHS TO COUNTRYSIDE 
Beijing BEIJING RIBAO in Chinese 18 Nov 80 p 1 


[Article: “Beijing Tried Different Methods To Encourage Young People To Go Down to 
the Countryside”) 


[Text] This municipality will cease to use administrative means to order educated 
youths to work in the countryside and mountain areas and will rather use an integrated 
method of political encouragement and economic incentives to have educated youthe 
volunteer for either enrollment in vocational echoole or for work on educated youth 
farms. At thie time groune of educated youths have already enrolled in vocational 
schools operated by relevant organizations or joined farms, and have already started 
their studies or their work there. 


This year the municipal government has decided to start with the 1980 middle school 
graduates the new method of having the youths freely choose either to be sent 

into the countryside or remain in town and await employment. As to the calculation 
of length of service of youths already working in the suburban countryside, those who 
went before 19860 will have their length of service calculated as from 1 January 1980, 
and those who went in the spring of 1980 will have their length of service calculated 
as from the date of their moving to the countryside. The youths who moved to the 
countryside last year and in the spring of this year and who have transferred their 
ration relationship to one of agricultural ration relationship shall ail on the spot 
revert to a ration relationship of city and town citizens. The youths who moved to 
the countryside last year and in the spring of this year shall return to the cities 
after completion of the required days of work and furthermore be given preferential 
treatment in the recruitment for work and have their time of waiting for employment 
reduced as far as possible. To open up channele of employment for the youtxe, the 
municipal government and the relevant departments have decided on two forme to have 
educated youths volunteer for work in the countryside or to participate in studies. 
One form is to have educated youth groups organize commune-run educated youth farm, 
suburban agricultural, forestry or animal husbandry farms, sign contracts with spon- 
soring units and have the sponsoring units arrange for the voluntary enrollment of 
educated youths and in accordance with actual conditions effect a selection of youths 
to join. The educated youths farm of the Liulihe commune in Fangshan County signed 
@ contract with the Liulihe Cement Works which stipulates that when educated youths 
who are family members of staff and workers of said plant join the farm, theywill 
receive a basic monthly pay of 34 yuan and an average bonus of 6 yuan per month. 

The bonus will be paid according to attendance, amount and quality of work, etc. 
Duration of employment is to be 2 years. As soon as the contract was posted, 250 
educated youths voluntarily enrolled.

Pinally, in accordance with the prevailing conditions, 135 men were accepted. On 

10 November they had already joined the educated youths farm and started work. The 
Nandahuang Plant Nursery, the Lugougiao Animal Farm, the Jushan Farm and others are 

all at present actively studying or actually signing contracts with relevant sponsoring 
unite in preparation for taking on educated youthe. 


Another form ie for educated youths to cooperate with factories, mines or business 
orgenizations in operating vocational echoole on 4 part work, part study system. 

The educated youth group is to provide the organization which is sponsoring the 
echool with the school locality and subsidise it as regards part of the expenses 
according to the standards for working in the countryside or mountain areas. Other 
expenses, teaching and administrative etaff and facilities for practical work are the 
responsibility of the sponsoring organization. Thue the youths will be provided with 
opportunity for vocational training and the sponsoring organization will train a re- 
eervoir of future work force. After graduation, the sponsoring organization operating 
the school may select good studente for employment. But after graduation the educated 
youths may aleo themselves choose places of work. The youths who cooperated with the 
Qiunghua Tourist Company in operating the Beijing Touriem Vocational School had al- 
most 400 of their number pase a test and enrolled in that school, which held ite 
opening ceremony on 11 November and has etarted regular classes. The Municipal 
Tourist Bureau started the Beijing Municipal Tourist School and is preparing to enroll 
500 persons. So far that school has already examined and enrolled 300 men. The 
Municipal Chemical Engineering Bureau, the Materials Bureau and other organizations 
are also at present making vigorous preparations to open vocational schools and are 
preparing to enroll additional educated youths for study.

STEPS TAKEN TO IMPROVE CONDITIONS FOR MINORITIES 
Party's Policies Implemented

[Text] The Sichuan Provincial Minority Affaire Committee held a meeting (plenary 

session) of all its members from 28 November to 5 December to study implementation 
of the party's nationality policy and to further advance the favorable conditions 

in the minority districts. 


Representatives of seven national minorities, namely of the Yi, Tibetan, Hui, Miao, 
Qiang, Tujia and Lisu people, attended the meeting. At the meeting the comrade in 
charge of minority affaires in the provincial administration presented a summing up 
of all work done throughout the province in connection with national minorities. 

He also reported on the tasks of the future and on how to further strengthen work 
in connection with the national minorities who live in scattered groups. Statements 
were also made by a member of the standing committee of the provincial people's 
congress and by responsible cadres of the provincial planning committee and provincial 
education bureau on such questions as legislative work concerning nationalities, 

the stimulation of the economy in the minority districts and the greater emphasis 

to be given to national minority education. Final speeches were given by the pro- 
vincial party secretary and the deputy governor of the province, Ho Haoju. 


At the start of the meeting, work concerning the national minorities over the last 
few years was reviewed. Following the Third Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central 
Committee, work concerning the national minorities experienced a revival and further 
development thanks to the concern of the central authorities and the provincial party 
committee and through the joint efforts of the various minorities. Especially 
throughout this year, due to an earnest implementation of the central government 
directives concerning work in Tibet and acting in the spirit of the Three Prefecture 
Work Meeting at the provincial party committee, an extremely favorable situation 
resulted for the minority districts; there is stability and unity among the people, 

a continuously developing production and improvement in the livelihood of the people. 
The comrades attending the meeting realized that as long as the directives of the 
central authorities and of the provincial party committee concerning national minority 
work are firmly and unshakeably implemented, there is hope that poverty will be con- 
trolled and well-being achieved throughout the national minority districts. 
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The meeting aleo studied with great emphasis the question of self-government in the 
national minority districts. To guarantee the right of the national minorities to 
self-government, the meeting expressed the hope that our province will start legie- 
lative work on national minority questions ae quickly as possible. The three auto- 
nomous prefectures and two autonomous counties will organize a force to draft regu- 
lations governing self-government and special statutes for the care of prairies and 
foreste in order to establish legal guarantees for the autonomy in the minority 
districts. The meeting emphatically called for a nationalization of the adminie- 
trative organs. The party, governmental and masse organs must be constituted mainly 
by members of the minorities of the autonomous districts, while an appropriate num 
ber of other nationalities shall participate. To satiefy the needs of the four 
modernigzationsa, the minority cadres who are presently serving must be trained and the 
training of specialists must be speeded up. Particular attention must be paid to the 
development of national education, and effective measures should be adopted to im- 
prove the education in the national minority districts. In view of the actual 
conditions now prevailing it will still be necessary to retain a considerable number 
of cadres of Han nationality to work in the national minority districte. 


The meeting further emphasized that effective work should be done in connection with 
dispersed groups of minorities. The meeting aleo agreed to firmly take in hand the 
adjustment of the economy in the minority districts, to speed up the pace of economic 
and cultural construction, to continuously carry out education on nationality policy, 
to further strengthen the solidarity of all nationalities, to put into effect the 
party's united front policy and religious policies, to do effective work among 
patriotic personalities in the upper strata of the national minorities and continue 
to redress cases of miscarriage of justice. After all this work will have been done, 
the various policies will be more effectively implemented, the extremely favorable 
conditions in the minority districts will be further stabilized and developed and 
even greater achievements will be gained in next year's work concerning the national 
minorities. 


Improvements in Higher Education

[Text] NEW CHINA NEWS AGENCY telegram dated Huhehaote 12 November. To satisfy the 
needs of the four modernizations, to nurture an even greater number of members of the 
national minority capable of participating in construction, the People's Government 
of the Nei Monggol Autonomous Region recently approved measures for the improvement 
of higher education for national minorities which had been proposed by the educational 
department of that area. 


There are 14 colleges and universities in the Nei Monggol Autonomous Region, which 
are initially well qualified to fulfill certain industrial and research tasks, with 
a contingent of national teachers with language ability in Mongolian and Chinese. 
How can we proceed from the actual situation, operate effectively the present in- 
stitutions of higher learning and nurture members of the national minority to become 
capable of participating in construction? Following a study of this question, the 
Office of Cultural and Educational Affairs and the Bureau of Higher Education of the 
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autonomous region have formulated a plan in which they propose concrete measures. 
These measures comprise: the national higher education must be dovetailed with the 
national middle and elementary education, and specialized education in the Mongolian 
language must be instituted. This specialized education must be attuned closely to 
the special characteristics of the Nei Monggol territory, for instance be concerned 
with veterinary medicine, exploring water resources beneath the prairie, machinery 
for animal husbandry, economic management of animal husbandry and trade among 
national minorities, forestry, etc. As to teaching specialized fields in the Mongolian 
language, depending on the availability of such teachers, these courses could be 
taught completely or partially in the Mongolian language. There could be independent 
Classes where the reaching was in Chinese with some guidance given in Mongolian. 
Starting out from the present actual conditions of national minority students, we 
shall have to institute national preparatory courses and in addition adopt a strict 
system of tests for promotions and demotions. 


We must firmly take in hand the nurturing of a contingent of qualified teachers from 
the national minority in order to raise the quality of specialized teaching in the 
Mongolian language. The professors and assistant professors at the old universities 
in the autonomous region shall use the method of passing on experiences, giving help 
and setting examples to train teachers of the national minorities. In addition one 
must adopt a method of having colleges and universities attuning to each other's 

needs in order to train national minority teachers for the new schools, as for in- 
stance the Nei Monggol Teachers College, to link with the National Minorities Teachers 
College, the Nei Monggol Medical College linking with the National Minorities Medical 
College, etc. The national minority classes for the Nei Monggol region established 

at the Beijing University shall be changed to classes for national minority teachers. 
Each school may according to requirements institute directive training for outstanding 
students of the 1977 and 1978 years, or may select from the first year students those 
with knowledge of Mongolian and Chinese and who show good prospects, to be sent to 

key colleges and universities outside the region for training and after graduation 
retain them at the school as teachers.

[Text] Editorial Comment: Ever since the discussion column “How Should 
the Relationships Between Education and Politics be Handled?” began 

in May of 1980 it has produced strong reactions from universities, 
institutes and colleges throughout the nation. We received almost 
4,000 entries and have selected 38 of them to present in-depth studies 
of some topics of interest to everyone. Many students have written 

to say that these articles cover topics of great interest and have 
been very enlightening. 


Today's article is by Comrade Ruan Ming and is the final one of the 
series. Although this discussion column is now concluded, in the 
future we will continue to provide openings for student opinion so 
that everyone can exchange views. 


How should the relationship between education and politics be 
handled? I present my views in the hopes of learning from the dis- 
cussions by other comrades. 


1. The Historical Mission of the Young Generation 


China is today in a period of historical catastrophe and advancing 
toward a great period of historical progress. Engels said, “There 
has never been a historical catastrophe that was not compensated for 
by historical progress.” Since entering the 20th century China has 
passed throught three catatrosphic turning points and each of them 
gave a new historical mission to the young generation. 


The first great turning point was the May Fourth Movement of 1919 
which announced that the Chinese people had entered a new era of 
throwing off the yokes of feudalism and imperialism. At that time a 
great many yo people engaged in st es to spread Marxism, 
organize the Chinese Communist Party (CCP), or ze worker-peasant 
movements and organize the revolutionary army. China's first ranks 
of ow and proletarian revolutionaries were formed during that 
period. 
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The second great turning point was the War of Resistance. This was a 
war of national liberation as well as a posese 'f liberation movement 
and was a turning point from defeat to victory in the tte demo- 
cratic revolution. From the December 9th Movement in 1935 to the 
Marco Polo Bridge Incident in 1937 was a period of great national 
awakening and great numbers of young people escaped to Yenan and 

the anti-Japanese bases and joined together with the worker-peasant 
masses in the set le to drive out Japanese imperialism and estab- 
lish a new China. It was that generation of young people who develop- 
ed the “Three Eight" style cadres for our core leadership. 


We are now at the third great turning point, which is the change from 
setbacks to success in building Chinese socialism. The prologue to 
this great turning point wa the April 5th Movement of 1976 which 
announced the bankruptcy of — extreme leftist line and precipitated 
the basic c s in party ideology, litical line and organizational 
line which followed the smashing of the “gang of four." If we say 
that the first great change produced both the CCP and the people's 
revolution under the leadership of the CCP and that the second great 
change produced the new China, then the result of the third great 
change will certainly be to produce a modernized, democratic and 
powerful socialist state with high levels of material and spiritual 
culture. This is the historical mission of the present young genera- 
tion. The task facing this young generation is more difficult than 
those which faced China during the period of revolution and national 
construction. 


New China already has 31 years of history, though old China lasted 
several thousand years. The victory of the people's revolution 
destroyed the exploitative system of old China but could not in one 
fell swoop eliminate the political, economic, ideological and 
cultural garbage that had accumulated in old China over the long 
years. It is possible for all of this feudalistic garbage to seep 
into the new system and moreover under certain conditions could even 
undergo evil developments to corrupt and destroy this new system. The 
young people who have undergone ten years of chaos are very well 
aware of this fact. Long term neglect of the task of eliminating 
feudal garb could not but greatly hinder the development of our 
material production and spiritual production, greatly hinder taking 
advantage of the superiorities of the socialist system and moreover 
lead to the national disaster unleashed by Lin Biao and the “gang of 
four." 


In FALANXI NEIZHAN [THE FRENCH REVOLUTION] Marx pointed out that the 
historical mission of the proletariat is to use “the spontaneous 
action of the socio-economic laws of a free and united labor” to re- 
Place the “spontaneous action of the natural laws of capital and land 
ownership.” To reach this objective the yokes of feudalism and 
capitalism must be smashed and the enslavement and bondage of labor 
and the workers in past societies must be thoroughly discarded. Our 
present political, economic, ideological and cultural reforms reach 
toward the goal mentioned by Marx. This is a new social model for 
production and also is a new model for the relationships between the 
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individual and the collective. Each individual is a free worker and 
also is an organized and disciplined member of and true master of 
the collective who consciously contributes his own wisdom and strength 
to the collective. Herein rests the fundamental superiorities of the 
socialist system. If a socialist system does not establish the unity 
of free and equal unity between people which exists in socialist 
socio-economic laws then the superiorities of the public ownership 
system and distribution according to labor cannot be fully realized 
and a minority of bureaucrats exercising their blind willfullness 
and blind leadership can cause great waste and destruction in the 
material and spiritual production under socialism. This waste and 
destruction can be successfully overcome only when the “conditions 
of free and united labor” replace the condition of subjecting labor 
to the bon¢sce of bureaucratism. In view of our present conditions 
we cannot ow possibly catch up to the advanced capitalist world in 
terms of production standards and living standards, however in terms 
of establishing this new type of relationship between people we are 
thoroughly capable of and ought to lead the rest of the world. This 
is because we have already eliminated the economic condition of 
subjecting labor to enslavement by capital and land ownership and 
have no reasons for ever letting labor again become subject to any 
old or “new" bureaucratic system of bondage. In China the complete 
realization of the condition of free and united labor will certainly 
liberate the pent up creative creative pth of millions upon 
millions of people and cause the production forces and production 
ratio of our material production and spiritual production to rapidly 
attain new heights. 





This is to say that in order to successfully achieve the historical 
mission of national modernization and democratization this generation 
of young people must become the reformers and builders of the new 
society, and must not only arm themselves with abundant knowledge 

of modern science and culture to become throughly professional experts, 
they must also have the vision and bravery to “overcome old things 
and smash open the new boxes to reveal the old things contained there- 
in” to create a new social model of production and a new model of 
relationships between people. Historical experience tells us that to 
rely on rash acts, armed struggle, punishing people, barbarism, 
deception, blind leadership and blind obedience to create and reform 

a new society simply will not do. That will only push the socialist 
homeland into the pit of disaster. Only by relying on democracy, 
science, professional knowledge, education, peaceful reform of the 
system, giving vent to the people's understanding and wisdom and 

a free, united labor can a beautiful future be created. This places 
greater demands on the professional knowledge, ideology and politics 
of the young generation of the new period than ever before in the 
past. 


2. Clarification of the Goals and Demands of University Study 


To implement its historical mission the young generation of the new 
period must arm itself with knowledge and must study. Students must 
be primarily engaged in studying, this goes without saying. However, 
just how they are to be educated requires solving the problem of the 
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goal of education, which is just like worker production wherein the 
question of production goals must be resolved, If the goal is not 
clarified and there is production for the sake of production this 
can possibly lead to blind neglect of the socialist economic laws of 
production and place restrictions on the production forces. To study 
omy for the sake of studying can lead to blind neglect of the laws 
of intellectual development in education and lower the effectiveness 
of a + The correct goal of study is to nurture the all-round 
moral, intellectual, physical, aesthetic and technical development of 
the masters of the new society, which simply means preparation of the 
capability for the reform and construction of the new society. 


There are two aspects to study: One is to receive the accumulated 
knowledge already developed by people in the past, the other is to 
train the ability to asorb and apply knowledge and carry out indepen- 
dent thought and creativity. These two aspects are related. Without 
certain accumulated knowledge it is not possible to develop the 
ability to absorb and apply knowledge. In the same fashion, without 
a certain ability to absorb and apply knowledge then the goal of 
accumulating knowledge can hardly be reached. For modern students it 
is even more important to nurture the ability to absorb and apply 
knowledge. This is because in the modern world science and technology 
are developing at an ever faster rate and the cycle of knowledge 
renewal is ever shorter. If students in a school only know how to 
memorize knowledge already developed by others they will not be able 
to independently absorb new knowledge and apply what they have 
learned to thinking about new problems. They then will be unable to 
shoulder the burden of reforming and constructing the new society. 


Lu Xun once made reference to the views of the English scholar Thomas 
Carlyle who belived that the most useless people in the world were 
scholars because they were capable only of viewing the thought pro- 
cesses of others and could not use their own. Thinkers were somewhat 
better because they were able to use their own life force though they 
could not avoid empty thought. The best were the observers who used 
their own eyes to see the world as a living book. Lu Xun said that 
the power of observation is learned and to be able to observe one 
must undergo thought and study. However, if one merely reads books 
then one becomes a bookworm and even though one may consider this 
very interesting that interest actually will gradually dry up and die 
away. Therefore there must be contact with real society to bring life 
to the books one has read. 


I believe that “bringing life to the books one has read" is a test of 
the results of study and also is a standard by which to determine if 
the goal of study has been reached. If we wish to become thinkers and 
pioneers in the reform of society and the construction of society we 
must become the masters of books and knowledge rather than become the 
Slaves of books and knowledge. This is a problem with which all 
students, teachers, college leadership and educators should be con- 
cerned. When discussing their own experiences in education many world- 
famous scholars strongly emphasize the necessity of freedom of thought 
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and independent observation and opposed the use of coercion in teach- 
ing and testing. As Einstein wrote, "It is something of a miracle that 
modern teaching methods have not yet completely destroyed the spirit 
of curiosity in the investigation of problems. These sprouts are very 
weak and require freedom to grow. If they lack this freedom they 
certainly will meet an early death. I believe that it is a serious 
mistake to use coercion and a sense of peqponaspeie to attempt 
to instill interest in making observations and in thinking.” An in- 
portant topic now facing educational reform is how to eliminate the 
system of coercion which stifles true scientific motivation” as 
mentioned by Einstein. 





Basically speaking the relationship between education and concern for 
politics is the relationsiip between education and the understanding 
and transformation of the world and actually is nothing more than the 
question of whether or not one is able to bring life to the books that 
one has read. If students wish to bring life to the books they read 
then they cannot but be concerned about the world beyond books, reform, 
construction, national survival and defeat and the sorrows and happi- 
ness of the people. They must always apply the knowledge that they 
have learned to thought and observation. The significance of this is 
that the youth of today are more concerned about politics than at any 
time in the past. The April Fifth Movement of 1976 was the great 
beginning of the true concern of Chinese youth with politics and the 
fate of the nation and the people. After smashing the “gang of four" 
the broad youth had ever deeper thoughts about the reform and con- 
struction of society. It is unfair to make a general indictment of 
today's youth for being unconcerned with politics. Though some of 
today's youth have expressed feelings of dislike for certain forms of 
politics, what they oppose is the vulgarization of politics. They dis- 
like phoney politics and feel that what is even more shameful is 
“politics” that punishes people, injures people, causes internal 
strife, uses intrigue and struggle, creates rumors and tells secrets, 
spreads lies and slander, injures people when they are down, fattens 
oneself off others, and “topples others when one's own position is 
weak." I believe that the less concern for this kind of “politics” 
the better! If more people were concemed the nation and the people 
could not live in peace. The lives of such excellent young people as 
Fan Xiongxi ong [5400 3574 3574], Zhou Xiaoling [0719 1420 3781] and 
Wang Ping [3769 5493] were sacrificed to the "politics of such vulgar 
ruffians." The young people of today avoii the "politics" played by 
these vulgar ruffians and this is an expression of the progress they 
have made in politics. 


In modern social life both the humanities and the sciences directly 
serve the political, economic and cultural affairs of society. There- 
fore, students of both the humanities and the sciences must “use 
their own eyes to read the living book of the world" and must not 
“close their ears to events outside their windows.” Our era is a 
great one in which modern science and technology transform all of the 
economy and society. The natural sciences and social sciences are be- 
coming more and more necessary in their direct application to economic 
and social developments. This forces students in the universities to 
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acquire the habit of concern for developments and changes in the 
political, economic and cultural life of society. One obvious feature 
of the transformation of economics and society by modern science and 
technology is the comprehensive application of diverse professions. 
All major projects and actions of technological transformation, social 
transformation and basic construction generally require the overall 
cooperation of natural scientists, social scientists, engineers and 
artisans in order to obtain the best results. The pedagogy that we 
acquired from the Soviet Union in the 1950s is flawed by the existence 
of excessiv®’y minute professional distinctions wich easily leads 


students i | developing a narrow world view. We are now in the process 
of restoring and developing the educational affairs destroyed by Lin 
Biao and . “gang of four" and we cannot simply return to the 1950s 
but must : our eyes on the developments in world scientific and 


educationa. affairs made during the most recent part of the 20th 
century. We must improve and revitalize education and pay attention 
to both professional capabilities and comprehensive intellectual capa- 
bilities. In addition to students undertaking study of the accumu- 
lated fund of knowledge and professional knowldege it is also impor- 
tant to emphasize the overall development of the students’ mental 
powers and physical strength. 


When we speak of the all round development of a student's mental and 
physical capabilities this does not at all mean tha» the entire 
student body must have equal development in all matters but rather 
means that each student should be free to develop his own strong 
points according to his own nature and preferences rather than be 
forced into a uniform mold. Some schools evaluate the three good 
student on the basis of having achieved at least 90 percent in all 
subjects, which obviously does not set up goals for competition. We 
should not develop students according to a single model but rather 
should develop people of many diverse talents. I believe that we can 
draw valuable lessons from the policies which the pioneer Chinese 
educator Cai Yuanpei adopted for university operations. He hired 
teachers who “followed the principle of freedom of thought and who 
were broadly compatible." He believed that students should be taught 
with “emphasis on developing the total person and giving students 
self-motivation in all areas." He said, “The wise educator would 
rather have natural students than those who conform to the rule, 
would rather develop students’ individuality than have them conform 
to a single pattern.” When Cai Yuanpei was in charge of Beijing Uni- 
versity he broke down professional barriers, advocated the development 
of broad-ranging scientific research activities and organized various 
research associations. Beijing University had a lively intellectual 
climate in those days and many great talents were developed. Prior 

to Liberation the CCP engaged in leadership of student activities and 
ammased abundant experience in organizing groups, developing students’ 
political awareness and training students’ organizational capabilities. 
This ought to be continued and developed. 


I advocate the attainment of all round student development in morals, 
wisdom, physical culture, aesthetics and technical skills but at the 
same time believe that this development should suit the student's 
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individual nature. If there are some students who are only fond of 
book learning and have no interest at all in society, I believe that 
this is permissible as long as they do not hinder others. If a very 
emall number of our several hundred m\llion young people are book 
worms such as this there will be no harm done to society. There might 
even be some advantages if such persons become totally familiar with 
the reference materials of a particular subject and become a useful 
sort of living dictionary. People such as this are always in a very 
small minority and there is no need to fear that others will imitate 
them and even less need to give them the political label of “useless 
specialization” to mount public opinion against them. 


3. The Necessity of Reforming Political classes and Ideological and 
Political Work 


The discussion of education and concern for politics touches 7 an 
important question which is how to make political classes and ideo- 
logical and political work suit the demands of the new period. Our 
Party, from ite bare beginnings to the mobilization of millions upon 
millions of people to overthrow the old China and establish the new 
China relied only on spreading Marxist truth into the minds of the 
people. If we are to continue to lead the people in understanding 

and transforming the world we can never for a moment leave off ideo- 
logical and political work. From early Liberation to the mid-50s, 

the schools’ ideological and political work and political classes were 
somewhat more lively and were welcomed by the masses. After the 
anti-rightist struggles ideological and political work began to be 
crude and repressive and there was a gradual tendency towards rigidity 
of thought. In the ten years of chaos there were the “Three Loyalty,” 
“Four Boundless,” “Great Criticism" and other such movements which 
completely destroyed our grand tradition in ideological and political 
work and which actually were tools by which Lin Biao and the "gang 

of four" created modern superstitions and carried out a feudal, 
fascist dictatorship. 


After w-? the gang of four,” although there were some improve- 
ments in our ideological and political work and political classes, 
nonetheless in the teaching of political classes we were still unable 
to escape the bonds of bookishness and always demanded that students 
memorize dry facts rather than lead them to using the basic princi- 
ples of Marxism to observe and research problems and to make analyses 
of complex national and international political, economic, cultural 
and social phenomenon in order to improve the students’ powers of 
political thought. 


Our ideological and political work are still seriously flawed by 
bureaucratism and formalism. This is sometimes expressed in simplistic 
rigidity and sometimes expressed in a weak passivity. There is an in- 
ability to precisely grasp the pulse of the thoughts of the masses and 
a lack of skill in proceeding according to students’ actual thoughts 

in exercising effective leadership to motivate the students’ intellec- 
tual initiative in positively grasping and solving ideological prob- 
lems. 
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We must be aware of the special features of ideological and political 
work in periods of great transformation. The new conditions and new 
problems that we are encountering today have never before been en- 
countered and solved by the great majority of our predecessors. The 
ideological restraints have already been broken and tiv great flood 
of ideological liberation is swelling up. Both yo people and 
adults are puting their knowhow to work in suggesting a multitude of 
new viewpoints and new opinions. These new viewpoints and opinions may 
not be completely developed or may include only some portions of the 
truth, but they are strongly brought to life with a spirit of inquiry. 
There are a great many old traditional viewpoints and forces of habit 
which coexist with these new things. This demonstrates the confusing 
complexities of the new forces of our present ideological line. In 
this new period the task of the schools in their ideological and 
political work and their political classes is to lead the students’ 
thought in liberating itself from the old traditional viewpoints and 
forces of habit, establish a correct world view and lifeview, under- 
stand the Party line, direction and policies, and clearly understand 
national and international conditions. To achieve these goals we must 
bravely carry out reforms, escape the yokes of dogmatism, formalism 
and bureaucratism, refrain from forcing students to read and memorize 
those probably inaccurate formulas and definitions and must lead them 
to use Marxist positions, views and methods to observe and analyse the 
political, economic, cultural and social problems in the world around 
them. We exist in a world that is c ing daily, the tides of history 
are resolutely 89 onward, conditions are continually changing 
and developing, the principles of Marxism and the line, direction 

and policies of the Party are both numerous and continously develop- 
ing so how could anyone ever imagine that simply memorizing a few 
lines could ever adequately meet the myriad changes of the times? 
Nhat is socialism? What is Mao Zedong Thought? What is leadership? 
What is the people's democratic dictatorship? From these basic 
questions of principle to the real problems of a social life 
everything depends on the collective wisdom of the Party and the 
people, the summing up of historical experiences, the investigation 
of actual conditions and carrying out truthful realistic studies. 

No person could ever believe that he has already arrived at the 
ultimate truth of these problems. There are no “standard solutions” 
and this includes both the pronouncements of teachers of politics, 
party committee secretaries and Party and national leaders as well as 
the established texts. The goal of political classes is not to make 
students the slaves of political lectures but is to cultivate students 
into masters of the new period who have a grasp of the correct ideo- 
logical and political weapons with which to understand the world and 
transform it. Therefore tie evaluation of achievement in political 
study ought to emphasize examination of the students’ ability to 
observe and analyse problems, freely engage in the study of problems, 
offer independent opinions, and write political articles. These 
creative pedagogical methods must replace preparation for examinations 
and the lifeless memorization of “standard solutions.” Teachers and 
students should freely and deeply share in the experiments and studies 
as only this will bring life to political studies, lead students toward 
having concern for politics, broadly train the students power of 
thought and effectively raise the ideological and political level of 
both the teachers and the students. 
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Student ideological and political work should emphasize improving 
their spiritual state rather than establishing rules for behavior. 
Various types of free and — | organizations to entice students to 
seek after great revolutiona deals and elevated spiritual realms 
while rejecting narrow viewpoints and vulgar behavior. There are now 
some places that unreasonably interfere with students’ individual 
interests and preferences, even to the extent of determining how the 
students cut their hair, what glasses they wear, what clothes, trousers 
and shoes they wear. This is vulgarization of “ideological and poli- 
tical work" and will only bring the students meaningless worry and 
frustrations and restrict their spiritual boundaries. 


Reform of school ideological and political work also ought to empha- 
size training the students’ abilities in organization and self control 
so that the students can manage their own affairs. There is no need 
for the schools to have assistents such as the specialized political 
cadres to oversee the students because this not only wastes the 
nation's authorized personnel but also easily leads to unwarranted 
inteference in student matters and is no help in improving the 
students’ independence and self control. We ought to encourage such 
positive activities as student associations and student cultural, 
athletic and scholarly groups and make these groups into devices for 
nurturing socialist awareness in the new generation, —*25 them 
with professional knowledge and organizational abilities and instilling 
in them both elevated thoughts and a spirit of sacrifice. 


4, Establishing a New Relationship Between Students and Society 


The students of today must not only “listen to the sounds of the wind, 
the rain, and the reading of books, all sounds whatever; pay attention 
to family affairs, national affairs, world affairs, all affairs what- 
ever” they must also find time outside of class and during vacations 
to leave the schools to make direct social contacts and make an 

14 wr unity between the books they study and the “living text of 
life itself.” 


Contacts between students and society beyond the schools is a grand 
tradition in our revolutionary student movement. Historically there 
are two types of contact: one is contact with the worker-peasant 
masses, such as operating night schools for workers, going down to 

the countryside to investigate peasant conditions and the carrying 
out of revolutionary propaganda among the worker-peasant masses. The 
second is promotion of student unity to make the students into a force 
promoting the tides of thought in social revolution. 


During the ten years of chaos the glorious tradition of our revolu- 
tionary movement was destroyed by Lin Biao and the “gang of four.” 
These ambitious people incited a portion of the students to neglect 
their education and engage in broad-scale "rebellion" and also engage 
in armed struggle. They manipulated temporary student blindness to 
work for their own efforts to usurp party power. One result of these 
historical events is that today some people fear student participation 
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in social activities. Such worries are quite unnecessary. Students 
must sooner or later enter society and it ia better for them to have 
ideological prapevesSen before doing so. The problem is how to posi- 
tively establish beneficial contacts between students and society to 
ensure that there is correct mutual understanding between students 
and society and thus enable them to give mutual aid, 


The historical conditions of present society are different from 
those during the period of the democratic revolution and so the form 
and content of the relationship between students and society should 
also be different. We now need to nurture various professionals to 
construct and reform society and ought to emphasize the development 
of professional social contacts. Examples of this are the organiza- 
tion of various types of professional social investigation and social 
training and the joint operation of professional groupe. publications 
and communications. In addition, in order to develop a broader world 
view, the students should also seek to gain wide experience of 
society beyond their own professions. This could be done by organiz- 
ing journeys either on foot or by bicycle during school vacations. 
Such free contacts with society would be concentrated in a short 
period such as summer or winter vacation and normal contacts can be 
maintained through letter writing, the telephone or by submitting 
articles. In this procemw of making contact with society when the 
students see good people performing good deeds and bad people per- 
forming bad deeds the students ought to uphold righteousness and 
exert their utmost effort in supporting the reformers and the builders 
in their struggle against old forces. In terms of public opinion and 
understanding they should support the reformers and the builders. 
University students are the most cultured segment of our country's 
youth and ought to fulfill their responsibilities in constructing 
the highest possible standards of civilization and morality in social 
life. All levels of government, people's groups and public opinion 
organs ought to value giving vent to the positive function of students 
in social life. This specially true of youth publications which 
ought to open forums for student opinion and ought to encourage 
students to engage in discussions of society. At the same time they 
should encourage society to engage in discussions of students so that 
both students and society will benefit from the ideological and 
political exchanges. Such spiritual contacts and real life contacts 
eventually will form a new relationship between students and society, 
will be beneficial in cultivating an elevated spiritual state among 
the students, will generate real social awareness, will develop 
mature powers of observation and thought and will develop the organi- 
tational talents of these builders and reformers of the new society.

BA JIN VISITS SWEDEN, DISCUSSES LITERARY REVIVAL IN CHINA 
Stockholm DAGENS NYHETER in Swedish 10 Jan 861 p 4

[Text] “Today the climate is good and there is much activity. A number of young 
writers, including female writers, have come along and are writing for over 30 
literary journals." 


Ba Jin, 76 years old, discusses the position of literature in China today. He is 
himself old enough to have experienced all the phases of modern China. 


Britta Kinnemark-Lander and Annika Soderman-Wiren met him while he was visiting 
Sweden. 


The popular Chinese writer Ba Jin (Pa Chin, according to the older transcription), 
who has occassionally been named as a possible Nobel Prize recipient, was at the 
Esperanto Congress in Stockhol@ a while back. It could be said that this 76 year 
old writer has lived through ail the phases of the history of modern China. 


He is old enough to have been born in a feudal upper class family during the last 
years of the empire. He was active early on one wing of the revolutionary 

leftist movement as an anarchist, made penance in the new society, but was 
subjected to criticism in the late fifties and the Cultural Revolution. Today he 
is again fully active and is working according to a personal 5 year plan for 
translating and writing. In addition, he holds some high positions in the literary 
establishment in China. 


Among his enormous circle of readers in China, he is looked upon primarily as a 
writer of children's books. The first generation of young people who were 
enchanted by his often tragic stories have already become pensioners today. 


Ba Jin was active in the Esperanto movement in the twenties. His participation in 
the Stockholm Conference can also be seen as an example of the great interest 
Chinese writers today have in contact abroad, 
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Anarchist 


As a 19-year old and a dedicated anarchist, Ba Jin came to Shanghai in 1923, where 
he devoted himself to ideological work for many years. It was almost by chance 
that he got involved in literature. 


"I began writing when I was in France. That was in 1927-1928. The situation in 
China with the bitter political repression of the Guomindang made me very depressed 
and I began to write evenings to express what I felt when I thought about my 

active life in Shanghai, my friends, the struggle, and wondered what had happened 
to them. 


Feudal System 


The breakthrough came in 1931 with the novel "The Family," which comes to grips 
with the feudal family system, in which the parente arranged their children's 
marriages and servant girls could be given away as concubines to old men. It was 
a strict hierarchical system built upon blind obedience and suppression of 
personal passion. 


Ba Jin wanted to depict all the conflicts and tragedies that took place in a 
traditional large family and to show how it was moving inexorably toward its moral 
and economic demise. The family despot in Ba Jin's work is a cruel but at the 
same time deeply human figure and the hatred is directed more toward the 
antiquated system as such. 


Countless members of Ba Jin's generation either were crushed or fled from home 

and joined the new forces who wanted to change society in some way or another. 

Ba Jin's work is filled with such courageous rebels, young self-sacrificing men 
and women whose political struggle and love are one and the same. They are the 
hope of the future. 


"The Family," which is seen as Ba Jin's foremost novel, has been translated into 
English ("The Family," Foreign Language Press, Beijing 1958). For a long time, 
there has been only one short m vel by Ba Jin in Swedish, Pa Chin: "The Autumn 
of Spring” (Gidlunds, 1972, translated by Goran Sommardal). Now, thanks to 
Lennart Lundberg's translation, we have another of his many novels, translated 
directly from Chinese, Ba Jin: "The Cold Night" (Norstedts, ca. 66 kroner), 
which is one of Ba Jin's gloomiest works. 


It was published in 1947 and reflects his deep despair over the misery and 
suffering during the last years of the war caused by internal political repression 
and the ravages of the war in the country caused by the Japanese. At the same 
time, it is one of his most successful works psychologically. The joyless fates 
of three “insignificant” people are clearly depicted. They include a man, an 
underpaid proofreader with a lung disease, and on different sides of him, his 
jealous mother and his thrill-seeking wife. 


The three lived under very tragic conditions, The mother constantly pours out her 
intense hatred over her daughter-in-law, who finally cannot stand the gloom of 
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the antiquated morality and the duties of motherhood and flees, deapite her 
sympathy for her husband. He is a poor weakling, who is torn by his loyalty to 
both of them and also suffers from his worsening consumption and his demeaning 
work. In “The Cold Night," a feeling of intense misery and gloomy self-deceit 
prevails. No revolutionaries are to be found, no bright future, and the Japanese 
capitulation hardly makes life better for the poor. 


Moral Position 


As a writer, Ba Jin has looked mre to Western and Russian writers than to the 
Chinese. But there is no doubt that he belongs to the Chinese ideological 
tradition when he stresses the writer's responsibility for developing and bringing 
out in his readers a moral position and a striving to improve reality. 


"I myself was greatly impressed by what I read, my way of thinking and living was 
influenced by it and good literature should have such an effect on ite readers. 
The task of literature is primarily to teach, and only secondly to entertain. 


Ba Jin has stood outside the heated debates which have been carried on concerning 
the theory of literature since the twenties. He did not participate in the 
debate on proletarian literature in 1928-1929, not when the question of realism 
and its limits was discussed heatedly in the fifties, nor has he participated in 
the current discussions concerning realism. 


His position has always been consistent throughout all the years and it is in 
agreement with his method of working: writing on inspiration, "giving your 
heart to the readers," without worrying about questions of form. But to those 
who are accustomed to hearing of the writer's need for a (Marxist) ideology in 
China, Ba Jin's answer is still somewhat surprising: 


"I have never been especially interested in the theory of literature, If I had 
devoted my time to that, I would never have been able to write. A writer needs 
experience of life, not theory. Those who devote themselves to theory do not need 
to be familiar with life, but a writer must be. 


Ba Jin's most important production came before the founding of the People's 
Republic. What he has published after 1949 has been insignificant, 


"This is not true only of me, but also of many other writers. This is because it 
has been a long process becoming familiar with the new society, In addition, I 
have had other tasks and have not had sufficient time to write." 


In the new society under the People's Republic, strict new demands were placed on 
literature, that it should be part of the political struggle and serve the 
construction of a new society and it was impossible for writers to continue writing 
criticisms of society in the tradition that had grown in China since the 

twenties. 


Social realism (or, more correctly, socialist realism) was taken from the Soviet 
Union and the task of literature was to praise "new phenomena and people," but 
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not to “expose” such things, the essence of which was considered good. Ba Jin 
aleo made some unsuccessful literary attempts to write short stories on war heroes 
in Korea and Vietnan. 


Since 1949, Ba Jin has renounced his anarchistic beliefs and has even gone so far 
as to delete all references to anarchist leaders in his works and take down their 
portraits from the walls of his heroes in later editions. He has also written 
many memoirs, the value of which to literary science is diminished because he 
“remembers so poorly." 


All this must be seen as the price he had to pay to avoid being terminated as a 
writer in the new society. Despite this, he has still been violently criticized 
for his “bourgeois works," both in 1957 when the Hundred Flowers Campaign ended 
in a vicious antirightist campaign and later during the Cultural Revolution. 


Corruption 


After the death of Mao and the fall of "The Four" a new wave of social criticism 
has appeared in literature. One writer who has recently received much attention 
for his unsparing criticism of conditions is Liu Binyan. He has depicted an 
abysmal corruption among local party bigwigs in a manner that is without precedent 
in China. We asked Ba Jin what he thought of him: 


"He is a good writer. We must not write only about the good. It is impossible to 
inspire readers if you are lying. You must tell the truth. Faults and short- 
comings must be pointed out so that they can be corrected. 


In the press and the cultural establishment some voices have been raised saying 
that writers must remember their responsibility and not allow criticism to 
degenerate into pure antagonism, But Ba Jin wants to protect the newly won 
freedom of Literature: 


"The most important problem today is for us to actually succeed in getting a 
hundred flowers to bloom, so that we can publish works and discuss and have differ 
differing opinions on theoretical questions. And the fewer distractions a writer 
has, the better. 


"Today the climate is good and there is much activity. Beside the old writers 
and a middle generation with their rich experience, a number of young writers in 
their thirties have come along, including women writers, who are writing for over 
30 literary journals. Many good short stories with quite varied mtifs have been 
published, Writers are writing much less superficially now. I am optimistic and 
feel good about the future. 


For his own part, the recent years have also been fruitful. In addition to the 
memoirs of his life as a writer and articles on art and life, his own 5 year 
plan also includes a novel on the life of intellectuals during the Cultural 
Revolution, based on his own experience and that of others. 











In addition, he aleo plenc to publish each year a volume of translations from 
the Russian populiec Alexander Herzen's work "Memories." Herzen was one of the 
people he admired most in his youth, morally and politically as well as from a 
literary point of view. Perhaps somewhere in his heart, in spite of everything, 
he etill has a bit of the anarchist remaining.

NEW COURSE CREDIT SYSTEM AT AVIATION ACADEMY PRAISED 
Beijing BEIJING RIBAO in Chinese 9 Oct 80 p 1 


[Article: "Beijing Aviation Academy Experiments in Using Credit for Courses Com- 
pleted") 


[Text] The practical experience of experimenting for 1 year with a system of course 
credits at the Beijing Aviation Academy has borne out the fact that this method is 
beneficial for instructions to conform to the students’ aptitude, that it allows the 
students to give full play to their individual skills and knowledge and that it is 
advantageous to the nurturing of highly qualified people. 


Building on the experience of 20 years o. practical teaching program development, 

the said academy decided to institute on trial a system of course credits. Instruc- 
tion in the past was hardly apt to stimulate the students toward studies due to the 
narrow specialization and rigid study programs. Being aware of the objective 
existence of differences in the intelligence, scholarly foundation, efforts, interests 
and predilections of the students, and giving this problem repeated considerations, 

it was determined that the adoption of a course credit system would have considerable 
advantages of flexibility. It would allow the students to develop free and creative 
learning in the course of their studies. The course credit system was therefore 
introduced on trial from the year of starting school for grades 1 to 3. 


The experimental adoption of a course credit system at the Aviation Academy firmly 
adhered to the principle of starting out from the actual conditions. Within the 
restrictions of the state plan and of the objectives set for this instruction, it 
implemented the principle of teaching the students in accordance with their aptitude. 
On the one hand the system ensured that the greater majority of the students achieved 
standard qualifications, and on the other hand it also gives attention to having a 
small minority of students do conspicuously well and develop into outstanding talents. 
The specific methods that had been employed were: 


l. To combine closely related special fields into a combined special category 
(enlarged special field); in unified control over the whole system, the instructional 
program was determined for the entire special category. Once the curriculum was set 
up, there were three types of courses: obligatory courses, designated elective 
courses and freely elective courses. Credit points for each course were determined 
according to the demands of its objectives and the time required for it. Students 
had to acquire no less than 320 credit points in 4 years. Outstanding students could 
acquire the stipulated credit points in somewhat over 3 years and could then select 
additional courses to take or enter examination and graduate. 
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2. Examinations for students exempted from course work; increase of elective courses. 
In the first term of carrying out the credit point system on trial, 490 persons ob- 
tained permission to take the examination without having done course work, and 233 
pereons took additional courses over and above the study program. In the second 
achool term there were even more students taking additional courses, some elected to 
take graduate courses, some took dialectics of nature and the history of the CCP. 
Student cadre Xu Liping took an additional 90 class hours of mathematical equations 
and at the end of the term scored above 90 points in all six courses that he took, 
in half of them close to full marks. To respond to the enthusiasm of the students 
for electives, some departments added as many additional electives as was possible, 
also courses in music and literature. 


3. Establishment of a system of advising professors, advising and guiding students 
to make a good selection of electives and study hard for their elective courses, and 
to strengthen the nurturing of students of outstanding ability. 





The credit point system has been in effect at this academy for only 1 year on a trial 
basis. There are still quite a number of specific problems that await further study 
and solution. There is strong determination to gradually perfect the credit point 
system in the course of further practical experience, to have the system prove even 
more substantially its superiority for the purpose of nurturing even more outstanding 
talents to serve the realization of the four modernizations.

PRIMARY SCHOOL LENGTHENED IN BEIJING 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 5 Nov 80 p l 


[Article: "Beijing Primary School, System Changed From 5 Years of Schooling to 
6 Years") 


[Text] With approval from the Beijing City Council and the city government, the city 
decided that beginning this semester primary school education will be lengthened 

from 5 to 6 years. The basic steps involve the following. Those who are in first, 
second, and third grades will go for a.6~year primary school education. Pupils who are 
currently in fifth grade will graduate as scheduled. To avoid possible disruption 

as a result of the change, current fourth-graders will be divided into two categories. 
Those who were enrolled in fourth grade during the spring semester of 1977 will 
graduate after they complete fifth grade, while those who were enrolled during the 
fall semester of 1977 will graduate at the completion of their sixth grade. 


The change in primary school education in the city is the result of thorough dis- 
cussions and consideration of opinions from various circles. People recognize that 
the short duration of the current schooling system adversely affects the quality of 
education and that a change is necessary. 


Such a change necessitates readjustment in school curriculum. Some classes are tem- 
porarily using textbooks written for fulltime, 10-year schools for their primary 
school lessons. Based on the new system, pupils in 6-year schools will have 760 

more lessons than those who are currently in 5-year schools. The Beijing Board of 
Education stipulated that 456 such lessons will be devoted to music, art, handiwork, 
and calligraphy. In addition, beginning the end of next summer, history and geography 
lessons (for which textbooks are being compiled) will be revived, and natural science 
lessons will be emphasized. The Beijing. Board of Education also stipulated that 
inter-class physical exercises will be lengthened from 15 minutes to 20 or 30 minutes 
and, in addition to regular broadcast programs, pupils will have to do quality ex- 
ercises and follow selected programs for college students. Schools equipped with the 
proper facilities can have three physical education classes per week. All primary 
schools in the city will add 15 minutes per day of lectures on moral thinking and ed- 
ucation in order to deepen the moral consciousness of pupils. An increase in study 
classes as a result of the change will enable pupils in lower grades to finish their 
homework at school. Pupils in middle and higher grades will receive homework re- 
quiring half an hour tc an hour for completion. In this way, children will have more 
free time at home to puruse their special interests in cultural, physical, and 
scientific activities, which will enable them to develop their moral, physical, and 
intellectual potentials.

PROGRAM TO STANDARDIZE YI LANGUAGE, ORTHOGRAPHY APPROVED

{[Editorial: "Earnestly Pursue the ‘Program of Yi-Language Standardization'"'] 


[Text] The "Program for the Standardization of the Yi Writing System" has already 
been approved for implementation by the State Council and is being published in to- 
day's issue of this newspaper. It represents the common wishes of the Yi people and 
is also a necessity for the realization of socialist modernization in the territory 
of the Yi people. 


Our party has always shown respect for the languages and writing systems of national 
minorities and has always attached importance to all work concerned with the minority 
languages and writing systems. The party demands from us not only that we respect 
the Languages and writing systems of national minorities but also that we give assis- 
tance in the use and development of their particular national languages and writing 
systems. Since the inception of the PRC, the party's policy with regard to minority 
languages and writing systems has been included in the Constitution of the PRC: 
"Every national minority shall enjoy the freedom to use and develop its own national 
language and writing system." 


The Yi people have their own writing system, but before liberation, due to the pre- 
vailing class oppression and nationalistic oppression, the Yi language was for a 
long time discirminated against and suppressed and could not develop normally. After 
liberation, in implementation of party and state policy toward minority languages, 
systematic research on the Yi language and its writing system was carried out between 
1951 and 1965 by the Language Institute of the Chinese Academy of Sciences, the 
Minorities Research Institute, the Sichuan Province Committee on Languages and Writing 
Systems, the Liangshan Zhou Committee on Languages and Writings Systems, and various 
other institutes and universities of the national minorities, in order to provide the 
best possible foundation for further developmental work on the Yi language and its 
writing system. 


However, in the directing of work on the Yi language and its writing system, due con- 
sideration to the original Yi writing system was neglected. Between 1951 and 1958, 
without referring to the original Yi script, a "Program for an Alphabetic System 

of Writing for the Yi People of Liangshan" was formulated. This action was divorced 
from the masses and was taken without proper contact with realities and at a time 

when conditions had not yet matured. These efforts finally ended in failure. In 
1959, due to the interference by the "leftists," and again in disregard of the original 
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Yi writing system, the Chinese language and writing system were directly imposed, 
effecting a so-called "direct transition." The great calamity of the "Cultural 
Revolution" was even more devastating as far as the Yi writing system was concerned. 
For a long time no appropriate solution was forthcoming to this question of a 
writing system for the Yi people. 


In 1974, the provincial party secretary complied with the urgent desires and strong 
demands of the Yi people, held out against the interference of the "gang of four," 
and pursued research into the Yi writing system. Following a preliminary ordering, 
standardizing, and perfecting of the original Yi script, he decided to go ahead and 
use their original writing system. The provincial committee for nationality affairs 
and the revolutionary committee of Liangshan Zhou arranged for further guidance in 
the standardization of the Yi writing system. In 1975 the provincial party committee 
approved implementation in the territory of the Yi people of a "Tentative Program 
for Standardization of the Yi Writing System"--that is, a standardization of the Yi 
script. From then on, particularly after the smashing of the "gang of four," the 
work of implementing the standardization of the Yi writing system was carried out 
rapidly and effectively, and this was deeply appreciated by the Yi people and its 
cadres. They commented: "The standardization of the Yi writing system is good. 

We now write as we speak. The number of letters is limited and easy to learn. The 
system is very convenient to use." 


In summing up the experiences of 4 years of trial use, the Liangshan Zhou Revolution- 
ary Committee considered the "Tentative Program of Standardization of the Yi Writing 
System" a success, and held that the period of trial use be concluded and the plan 
be carried out on a regular basis. The Provincial People's Government agreed with 
the opinion of Liangshan Zhou and submitted to the State Council a “Report by the 
Linagshan Zhou Revolutionary Committee Concerning the ‘Program for Standardization 
of the Yi Writing System.'"” The State Council approved the plan for implementation. 
When the good news came, the Yi people were overjoyed and rushed to spread the news. 
They commented: "The Yi writing system has been emancipated." "In approving the 
standardized Yi writing system for implementation, the State Council has solved the 
big problem of emancipating Yi culture. This is the third liberation of the Yi 
people." 


Equality of languages is an important part and an important mark of equality of all 
nationalities. The minorities and their languages and writing will exist for a 

long time. The party's work in the territories of the natiunal minorities cannot 

be divorced from the nationality languages and writing systems, which are a necessity 
for the propagation of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, for the implementa- 
tion of the party's general and specific policies, for the spread of scientific and 
cultural knowledge, and for the work of modernization. Not one step can be taken in 
the areas inhabited by national minorities if we disregard their national languages 
and writing systems. Stalin said: "Why do we have to use national minority languages? 
Because the maximum cultural, political, and economic progress for millions of people 
can be achieved only by and through the use of their own national languages." In the 
new historical era, further implementation of the party and state policies toward 
nationality languages and writing systems--the use and development of nationality 
languages and writing sy: :ems--is the right of the national minorities to national 
equality and a necessity for the prosperity, growth, well-being, and affluence of the 
national minority districts. 
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e must point out here that the "Program for Standardization of the Yi Writing 
yatem" is the first such program concerning a national minority script approved 

y the State Council since the smashing of the “gang of four." The effective 
tandardization of the Yi writing system not only holds great significance as a 
urther step forward in the implementation of our policies toward the languages and 
riting systems of national minorities, but ise also a substantial item within the 
verall fulfillment of our policies toward the national minorities. The relevant 
gencies in Liangehan Zhou and in the provincial administration, as well as those in 
elevant municipalities, localities, prefectures, and counties, must earnestly carry 
ut the directives of the State Council, adopt practical and effective measures, 
trengthen guidance in implementing the "Program for Standardization of the Yi 
riting System," and earnestly engage in effective work of translating, compiling, 
eaching, researching, broadcasting, publishing, and marketing the Yi language and 
te literature. They must make great efforts to nurture specialists in the Yi 
anguage and ite writing system. In implementing the plan, they must constantly sum 
p experiences to achieve even greater perfection in the standardization of the Yi 
riting system in order to raise the cultural and scientific level of the Yi people, 
nd they must exert great efforts so as to develop the socialist government as wel! 
& the economic and cultural conditions of the Yi district.

FUJIAN CONVERTS KEY MIDDLE SCHOOLS TO 6-YEAR CURRICULUM 
Fuzhou FUJIAN RIBAO in Chinese 16 Dec 80 p 2 


[Text] The Conference of Key Middle Schools of Fujian Province decided to change 

the key middle schools of the province to 6-year schoolse--that is, 3 years of junior 
middle school and 3 years of senior middle school. This will be done gradually, over 
a 2= to Jeyear period, starting in the autumn of 1981. 


The first group of key middle schools will change its senior middle schools to a 
J-year system step by step in 1981 and 1982. The other key middle schools will also 
change in three groups, starting in 1981. The schools that wili effect the change 

in 1981 will be abcut 20 percent of all key middle schools. In 1982 and 1983 approxi- 
mately a further 40 percent per year will make the change. The first group of key 
middle schools will also carry out experiments in teaching reform in a planned and 
purposeful way, on the basis of the differing conditions and characteristics of the 
schools involved. In order to be able to transfer a proportionate number of compara- 
tively well-qualified students to institutions of higher learning every year during 
the process of reform of the senior middle school study system, the educational 
departments of the various localities and municipalities must make definite plans on 
the basis of the actual conditions of the key middle schools in their areas. The 
conferees voiced the demand that in the near future the key middle schools generally 
be fixed at 36 classes at most, that junior middle schools and senior middle schools 
each year have 6 classes each, and that each class of junior middle school have 50 
pupils and of senior middle school 45 to 50 pupils. The students for the senior 
middle schools in key middle schools should in general be recruited from the best 
students within the area of the municipality or county. Under certain circumstances, 
and eubject to the approval of the provincial education bureau, the first group 

of key middle schools may recruit for their senior middle schools a small number of 
outstanding students who are graduating from junior middle schools in nearby counties. 


For key elementary schools, it was demanded that in general there be four classes 
for each school year, altogether 20 classes, each class ideally to have 44 pupils but 
in no case more than 50. The key elementary school as a rule must not add any 
junior middle school classes and must not follow a two-shift or ha'f-day school sys- 
tem. When recruiting pupils for the first class, the key elementary school should 
adopt the principle of taking in pupils from its neighborhood, also a method of tak- 
ing in all if the area [3651] it serves is emall, of selecting the best in large 
areas, and of delineating the area from which to recruit. The evil practice of 
“entering by the back door” [using pull or influence) must be firmly opposed. 











Conditions should be created whereby all children would undergo a certain preachoo!l 
education. Where no kindergartens exist in the neighborhood, the key elementary 
school may, if conditions are favorable, establish kindergarten classes at ite 


achoo!l.

FUJLAN TEACHERS UNIVERSITY RESUMES PEDAGOGY COURSES 
Fuzhou FUJIAN RIBAO in Chinese 19 Nov 80 p 2 


[Text] Fujian Teachers University has energetically resumed and strengthened 
research and instruction in educational science. Throughout the 12 departments, 
such courses as educational science, psychology, and teaching methodology have been 
instituted, and teaching is being carried out with special regard for the training 
of teachers. 


In past years, teacher training colleges and universities had paid special attention 
to the teaching of educational science and psychology, but bit by bit this was later 
done away with. No longer was theoretical basis taught in teacher training courses, 
nor was there teaching of special skills and knowledge pertaining to special fields 

of teacher training. After smashing of the “gang of four," the teachers at the teach- 
er training university made a study of relevant teaching materials available prior 

to the Cultural Revolution and to foreign countries. They went to middle schools to 
investigate conditions and to do research, interviewed experienced middle school 
teachers and, in integrating theory with practice, actively compiled teaching mater- 
ials. Pshychology teachers used audiovisual aids to help the students understand the 
biological phenomena of the human body as well as psychological phenomena, and showed 
the students how to use psychological theories in analyzing psychological phenomena 
in man. Classes in educational theories, apart from teaching the basic patterns and 
laws of education, also intensively studied the teaching materials of the various 
departments and, conforming to the instructional targets of the different departments, 
provided explanations in a well-aimed manner. Teachers in specialized fields are 
giving attention to teaching their fields from a theoretical angle and are giving in- 
struction in teaching materials and methodology. Teachers of educational science 

and psychology courses are also taking part in educational work related to their 
fields in order to show the students how to analyze instructional work at an elevated 
level and on the basis of educational theories, as well as to show the practical prob- 
lems met with in the work of teachers in charge of classes. Simultaneously, they 
vigorously engage in a study of educational theories. They have sent staff to other 
provinces to participate in scientific symposia on such topics as educational controls 
and the educational ideology of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, and to take 
part in educational science and psychology study groups. They also have translated 
over several hundred thousand characters from English, Russian, and Japanese eduva- 
tional materials. Some teachers have enthusiastically participated in putting to- 
gether materials which were being compiled in a nationwide cooperative effort. 








Following the national conference of teachers in inetitutiona of higher Learning, 
the Fujian Teacher Training University have launched various activities for the 
atudy of educational acience. Membera of the party committee at the university, 
leading cadres of all faculties and departments, and some cadres of sect ion~head 
rank are earnestly studying educational theories and adopting 4 syatem of coordinat~ 
ing self-atudy with lectures. An introduction was provided by professora Tan Renmei, 
Xu Junfan, and others by presenting lectures on the new findings in educational 
ecience, reatoring the original features of paychology, problema in connection with 
dome controversies on Marxist educational theories, etc. There also are plans to 
sponsor eight lectures on such specialized topice as the criticiem of the education~ 
al theories in "Educational Science” by Kai-luo-fu [phonetic], an introduction to 
the educational theories of Zan-ke-fu [phonetic], an evaluation of the educational 
ideas of Confucius, paychology and education in youth, etc.

FUZHOU UNIVERSITY RECRUITS QUALIFIED TEACHERS 
Fuzhou FUJIAN RIBAO in Chinese 19 Nov 80 p 2 


[Text] Fuzhou University has instituted a system of mobility of personnel. Over 
200 teachers brought in during the last 2 years have moved into the forefront of 
teaching and research, while at the same time over 130 teachers, staff, and workers 
have been transferred out to other organizations where they can more usefully employ 
their special skills and knowledge. 


Since Fuzhou University was established in 1958, personnel had for a long time only 
moved in but none had been transferred out. As a result, no replenishment was possi- 
ble in cases of urgently needed key teachers, and some specialized talented persons 
had become surplus and could not fully apply their special skills and knowledge. 
Some were not suitable for teaching positions, but there was no way of transferring 
them to suitable positions elsewhere. In the past 2 years, the party committee at 
the university first carried out an internal adjustment of personnel within the uni- 
versity, providing full scope for all specialized teachers. Then, one step further, 
an interchange was instituted with industrial and mining enterprises, research organ- 
ization, and fraternal colleges and universities. Following a thorough preliminary 
investigation, the university wherever possible tested any candidates for new posi- 
tions by means of trial lectures, so as to ensure that they were of high scholarly 
caliber. When one couple that had worked at a military engineering college of a 
certain PLA unit was transferred to civilian work, one was assigned to be deputy 
director of the technical department of the Fuzhou Agricultural Machinery Plant and 
the other as a technical staff member at the Fuzhou Radio Factory No 2. Both passed 
the trial lecture test at the university; the next day the husband was sent to the 
rostrum to lecture in class, and the wife was immediately assigned to teaching duties 
in the university. Their teaching plans were formulated in a few days and sent up 
to the teaching and research seccion for c.ecking and approval. Both performed con- 
scientiously and responsibly as teachers ani were scrupulous about every detail of 
their work, and they were highly appreciated by their colleagues and the students. 
In August of this year, both were promoted to lecturers. The party committee 

of Fuzhou University is boldly placing newly inducted staff into teaching positions 
and, after testing their abilities, will grant them promotions. In two successive 
examinations, 53 newly inducted teachers were promoted to lecturers, and one group, 
having passed the appropriate tests, is slated to be promoted to engineers. Some 
are even selected for leadership positions. The head of the central laboratory of 
the Puzhou Canning Factory, Chen Xiaobo, is a professor of food processing. Soon 
after his induction into the university, he was appointed dean of the light industry 
faculty. Another group of lecturers has assumed positions as directors and deputy 
directors of teaching and research sections. 





In the past 2 years, this university has successively transferred out 138 teachers, 
ataff and workers, sending them to other universities, middle schools, scientific 
research organizations, and industrial or mining enterprises. Among these, 95 vere 
professors, associate professors, lecturers, and assistant professors. On the other 
hand, 168 persone were taken into the teaching staff from fraternal universities, 
acientific and research organizations, and industrial and mining enterprises, that 
ie 15 percent of the total teaching staff of all [Fujian] colleges and universities. 
Among these there were 157 professors, associate professors, lecturers, engineers, 
and assistant professors. Thus an initial change has been brought about in the past 
situation where there were staff only being taken in and not moved out.

KEY MIDDLE SCHOOLS ORGANIZED IN ZHEJLANG

to 6-Year System Next Year") 


[Text] Since 1978 the education bureau of our province has closely followed the 
directives of the Party Central Committee in organizing key middle schools. It has 
organized in due course 183 such schools. Over the past 2 years, these key middle 
schools have exercised their influence in raising the educational standards of the 
province. kKecently, a provincial conference was held in Hangzhou at which partici- 
pants exchanged their views on the three measures stipulated by the Board of Education 
concerning the practice of merely increasing student enrollment. They also discussed 
means to guarantee the implementation of the five regulations promulgated by the 
party. They arrived at the consensus that such practices as the priority policy used 
in student admission and che party's influence on school admission policy should 

be dismissed. Adhering to the general spirit across the nation regarding key middle 
schools, it was decided that such schools will no longer be organized on a provincial, 
district, and county basis. Rather, each c.unty will have one key middle school. 
Hangzhou City, Ningbo City, and Wenzhou Cir) will increase their number of key middle 
schools, and some of them will be selected as model schools if they possess attributes 
such as stong leadership, quality teaching staff, relatively high quality equipment, 
improved performance over the past few years, and strong influence on the locality. 
These selected key middle schools will be investigated by the Board of Education of 
the province, reported to the provincial government, filed in the Education Bureau, 
and publicized in the beginning of the spring semester of next year. These schools 
will begin their 6-year primary school system in 1981, followed by other schools in 
1983.

PUBLICATION OF NOVEL--Beijing, Feb 17 (Xinhua)--"ORDEAL," a novel by well-known

three chapters of the novel in its latest issue. The novel was written more than 
30 years ago when the writer, now 84 years old, was residing in Hong Kong. The 
author made some revisions and additions to the original manuscript. This is the 
first publication of the novel. In the preface, Mao Dun, who is president of the 
Chinese Writers Association, recalled that his original intention had been to 
write a 5-volume novel giving a comprehensive description of major political and 
economic events in China as well as the struggles for democracy against the 
Kuomintang secret service during the eight long years of the war of resistance 
against Japanese aggression. He had just finished the first volume of "ORDEAL" 
when he was called to Beijing by the Chinese communist party to help in the work 
of setting up new China. Thus his writing of the lengthy novel was interrupted 
and never completed. The editor of "PEOPLE'S LITERATURE" points out that the 
novel traces the society of China some forty years ago, a society about which 
present-day middle-aged and young people have little knowledge. The message the 
novel carries is that in spite of disasters, bloodshed and the flames of war the 
Chinese people have withstood these ordeals and emerged with a new ~ ‘e.
